MEDIA CREDENTIALS 
HOFFMAN PRESS BOX 


Hoffman Press Box is available to working members of the media only. Cheering is not permitted, nor tolerated. The 
press box is located atop the West stands of Michie Stadium, with the main press press box located on the fourth floor. 
All radio, visiting athletic director, game operations and coaches’ booths are located on the fifth floor and accessible 
via elevator. 


Admission to Hoffman Press Box requires an issued credential only. 


CREDENTIAL REQUESTS 
Requests for working media credentials (print, electronic, photo) for 2022 Army Black Knights home games must be 
made online via GoArmyWestPoint.com and only members of the working media will be granted credentials.

Anyone violating this media policy will be removed from the press box. Credentials will be mailed the week of the game. 
Those not mailed, or requested late, will be left at the “Will Call" window located at Gate 3 of Michie Stadium. Proper 
identification will be required. Media gates to the stadium open three hours prior to kickoff. 


PHOTOGRAPHERS 

The NCAA has established a sideline control policy to keep those areas free from congestion. Only photographers 
on assignment and working members of the television media will be issued sideline passes. For admission to the 
sidelines at Michie Stadium, a photogpraher credential must be clearly displayed. Under NCAA rules, photographers are 
not allowed between the 25-yard lines and must remain outside of the restraining lines surrounding the playing field. 


ARMY-NAVY CREDENTIALS 


Army will be the host school for December's Army-Navy battle at Lincoln Financial Field in Philadelphia, Pa.

RADIO INFORMATION 

The U.S. Military Academy will provide one ISDN, one analog telephone line and one hardwired internet line for one 
visiting radio station, with commercial groups granted preference over student stations. The lines must be reserved 
through Chris Perry. There is a $150 rental fee usage for the ISDN line and a $75 rental fee for usage of each analog 
line. All calls must be charged to the outlet or billed to a credit card. Checks must be made payable to: Army Athletic 
Association, and received on the day of the game. 


The visiting radio booth in Hoffman Press Box is located on the second level, Room 214. For additional information 
on reserving phone lines, contact Rich DeMarco at (845) 938-4676, or Verizon at (914) 890-6464, to install a line. 


FOOTBALL MEDIA POLICIES 

PRACTICE COVERAGE 

Members of the media are invited to attend practices at all times, unless prior notice of a closed practice is given. 
Video and photos are allowed only during individual portions of practice. A weekly media schedule with Head Coach, 
Coordinators and Player availability will be distributed via Football Communications. A member of the Athletic 
Communications must accompany media members at all practices and the use of cameras will be subject to Army 
West Point Football Photography Policy. To gain entry to West Point, media will need to attain the proper entry badge 
by stopping at the Visitor's Center, outside of Thayer Gate. 


HEAD COACH MEDIA AVAILABILITY 
Black Knights Head Coach Jeff Monken will be available to the media on a weekly basis. The media availability will be 
held at Nowak Auditorium. 


PLAYER INTERVIEWS 

All Army West Point players will be available to the media following each practice during the 2022 season. Select 
players will be available via a post-practice press conference. Additional player requests will be individually scheduled 
around cadet-athlete availability. 


POSTGAME INTERVIEWS 

Head Coach Jeff Monken, quarterback and select players will be available following each game during the 2022 season. 
While all postgame media availabilty for Army West Point home games will take place in the Nowak Auditorium, located 
just off the building's main entrance, press conferences will be conducted in-person and also on Zoom. The visiting 
locker room is located on the field level underneath the East stands of Michie Stadium. Postgame interviews will be 
conducted in the adjacent Media Interview Room. 


TRANSCRIPTS 
Full transcripts of all Army West Point Black Knights media availability will be distributed daily and published via 
GoArmyWestPoint.com. Opponent postgame transcripts will be subject to availability. 
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BLACK KNIGHTS ON TELEVISION 


CBS SPORTS 


CBS po Network and the Army Athletic Association announced an exclusive five year agreement in 2021, guaranteeing live television coverage of every Army 
West Point home football game and select neutral-site games in which Army is the home team, on CBS Sports Network, continuing through the 2028 season. 


The deal was announced by David Berson, President, CBS Sports, and Mike Buddie, Director of Athletics at West Point. 

A partnership provides that all Army home football games will be played on Saturday afternoons. Additionally, a live web stream of all Army's home broadcasts 
will be made available free of charge to soldiers and military personnel around the world. In the last 24 years, 137 Army games have been televised nati onally, 
26 via network television. The Black Knights have played before a national television audience 118 times the past 13 seasons alone. 


Army West Point is one of just three schools in the country guaranteed to have home games televised nationally. In addition to the Black Knights’ home affairs, 
CBS will televise the Army-Navy Game, presented by USAA, to a worldwide audience for the 20th consecutive season. 


BLACK KNIGHTS ON RADIO 


While owning one of the nation's most comprehensive television packages, Army boasts one of the country's most unique radio arrangements. All Army football 
games are available to listen free of charge on any mobile or desktop device through The Varsity Network app. A groundbreaking initiative launched by LEARFIELD 
in 2021, The Varsity Network provides a consistent home for listeners, wherever they are, and can be downloaded for free from any app store. Army West Point and 
its multimedia rights holder, Army West Point Sports Properties, continue with the Army Base Network to take Black Knight games and programming to military 
bases across the United States. 


The list for 2022 includes 17 stations across seven different states. The Army Base Network will provide an exclusive opportunity for military personnel to hear 
Black Knight football games over the airwaves. Local flagship stations, WBNR 1260-AM and WLNA 1420- AM, air the weekly “This Week in Army Football" radio 
show, which originates from West Point's First-Class Club, throughout the season, as well as the popular “Army Football Tailgate Show". The fast-paced “Army 
Football Tailgate Show" originates from Black Knights Alley outside Michie Stadium on game days, beginning two hours prior to kickoff. The 90-minute show is 
heard from the press box at Army road venues before each of the Black Knights’ away contests as well. For the seventh-straight season, all Army football games 
can also be heard through Tuneln radio. Fans can search for “Army Black Knights Sports Network" on the Tuneln app. 


Complementing its local affiliate lineup, the Army Sports Network returns to Sirius XM Satellite Radio for its 19th season this fall, and for the 22nd consecutive 
year, Army West Point's radiocasts can be heard via the internet. All ASN game calls, as well as “This Week in Army Football", the “Army Football Tailgate Show", 
pregame and postgame shows, weekly press conferences and postgame press conferences can be heard and/or viewed live online at GoArmyWestPoint.com. 

Rich DeMarco returns for his 19th year with the Army West Point Athletic Association. An Associate Athletic Director, DeMarco enters his 13th season calling 
football play-by-play. DeMarco has hosted Army's football coach's show, “This Week in Army Football,” since 2004, handled sideline reporting duties for Army 
football broadcasts from 2004 to 2009, and previously hosted the “Army Football Tailgate Show.” During the winter months, DeMarco serves as the play-by-play 
voice for the Army men's basketball team. 


Joining DeMarco in the booth on football game days is veteran color analyst Dean Darling, who fans have listened to across the Army Sports Network for more 
than 40 years. Tony Morino enters his 13th year as sideline reporter, while Joe Beckerle returns as program host, continuing an affiliation with the Army Sports 
Network that has stretched over three decades. John Minko once again will be part of the “Army Football Tailgate Show" along Black Knights Alley for home 
games, while booth engineer Danny Ginsberg and spotter Will O'Toole round out the game day radio crew.

LT. GEN. STEVEN GILLAND 
SUPERINTENDENT 


Lieutenant General Steve Gilland commissioned into the United States Army upon graduation from the United 
States Military Academy in 1990. As an Infantry Officer, he has served in a variety of tactical assignments in Air 
Assault, Armor, Mechanized Infantry, Ranger, and Special Operations units. He has served in the 24th Infantry 
Division (Mechanized), 2nd Infantry Division (Mechanized), 75th Ranger Regiment, United States Army Special 
Operations Command, the 1st Cavalry Division, the 101st Airborne Division (Air Assault) and the United States 
Military Academy (USMA). 


Lieutenant General Gilland has commanded at multiple levels throughout his career, most recently as Commanding 
General of the 2nd ROK-U.S. Combined Division in Korea. He has participated in numerous operational deployments to the Middle East, Africa, and Afghanistan. 


Prior to assuming duties as USMA’s 61st Superintendent, he served as Deputy Commanding General (Maneuver) of Ill Corps, Fort Hood, Texas. Lieutenant 
General Gilland holds a Master's Degree in Military Operational Art and Science from the Air Force Command and Staff College. His awards include the 
Distinguished Service Medal; Defense Superior Service Medal: Legion of Merit (with two Oak Leaf Clusters); Bronze Star Medal (with three Oak Leaf Clusters); 
Defense Meritorious Service Medal; Meritorious Service Medal (with Oak Leaf Cluster); Army Commendation Medal (with five Oak Leaf Clusters); and the Army 
Commendation Medal (with V Device). He has earned the Combat Infantryman’s Badge, Expert Infantryman's Badge, Ranger Tab, Master Parachutist Badge, Air 
Assault Badge, and the Military Free Fall Jumpmaster Badge. Lieutenant General Gilland has been happily married for more than 31 years. Team Gilland are the 
proud parents of three children. 


GEN. MARK C. QUANDER 
COMMANDANT OF CADETS 


Brigadier General Mark C. Quander commissioned as an engineer offi cer in 1995 from the United States Military 
Academy. During his years as a commissioned officer, he served in command and staff positions in the United 
States, the Republic of Korea, the Middle East, and Central Asia. 


His tours of duty with tactical units include the: 307th Engineer Battalion, 82nd Airborne Division; 2nd Engineer Batt 
alion, 2nd Infantry Division (Republic of Korea); 326th Engineer Batt alion, 101st Airborne Division (Air Assault): 
20th Engineer Brigade and 36th Engineer Brigade. He has enjoyed several broadening assignments throughout his 
| career to include: Observer Controller at the Joint Readiness Training Center, Chief of the 10th Mountain Division 
Commanding General's Initi ati ves Group, and Corps Engineer for Ill Corps. BG Quander served twice at the national level in the Pentagon. Within the Joint 
Staff, he fulfilled duties as a Joint Chiefs of Staff Intern/Politico-Military Planner in the Directorate for Strategic Plans and Policy (J5), Iraq Division. Within the 
Headquarters Department of the Army, he fulfilled duties as Director, Offi ce of the Chief of Engineers. At more senior levels, BG Quander served as the Division 
Commander of the Transatlantic Division, U.S. Army Corps of Engineers and as the 98th Commandant of the United States Army Engineer School. 


BG Quander holds a Bachelor of Science from the United States Military Academy in Civil Engineering; a Master of Science from the University of Missouri for 
Science and Technology in Engineering Management and a Master of Arts from Georgetown University in Public Policy. 


BG SHANE REEVES 
DEAN OF THE ACADEMIC BOARD 


Brigadier General Shane Reeves serves as the 15th Dean of the Academic Board. He holds a Master of Laws in Military 
lj Law from the Judge Advocate General's Legal Center and School, a Juris Doctor degree from the College of William and 

Mary, and a Bachelor of Science from the United States Military Academy. He is admitt ed to practi ce law before the 

Virginia State Bar, the United States Court of Appeals for the Armed Forces, and the United States Supreme Court. 


Brigadier General Reeves commissioned in 1996 from the United States Military Academy and served seven years as 

an Armor Offi cer in the 11th Armored Cavalry Regiment at Ft. Irwin, California. After attending law school in 2003, he 

transitioned into the Judge Advocate General's Corps. As a Judge Advocate, he served in several legal positions, including 
as the Chief of Legal Assistance for Ft. Riley, Kansas; Brigade Judge Advocate in the 1st Armored Division in Taji, Iraq; Senior Trial Counsel for the 1st Infantry Division 
at Ft. Riley, Kansas; Professor of Internati onal and Operati onal Law at the Judge Advocate General's Legal Center and School in Charlott esville, Virginia; and as the 
Deputy Staff Judge Advocate of Joint Special Operations Command at Ft. Bragg, North Carolina. Brigadier General Reeves taught for ten years in United States Military 
Academy's Law Department, most recently serving as the Head. He has taught and spoken on International Law and the Law of Armed Conflict. His recent speaking 
engagements include presenti ng at the 9th Quadrennial Federal Judges Association in Washington D.C., lecturing at Columbia Law School and the University of 
California-Berkeley Law School, and speaking in Tel Aviv and Jerusalem, Israel as part of the Academic Exchange Program. He is also a founding member and Director of 
the Lieber Institute for Law and Land Warfare located at West Point. 


Brigadier General Reeves has writt en on the Law of Armed Confl ict and nati onal security issues. His articles have appeared in various publicati ons, including Foreign 
Policy, Lawfare, Just Security, and Articles of War. He has writt en over 30 articles and book chapters in academic publications, including the Harvard International 
Review, the Ha vard National Security Journal, Texas Law Review, Marquette Law Review, Cardozo Law Review, University of Pennsylvania Journal of International Law, 
and Berkeley Journal of International Law. Additionally, he served as the Co-Editor-in-Chief of the blog Articles of War, the editor and contributing author to U.S. Military 
Operations: Law, Policy, and Practice, and Managing Editor of the Lieber Studies Series published by Oxford University Press. Brigadier General Reeves is married to 
Kimberly Reeves. They have called West Point their home for over ten years, where they have raised their three

MIKE BUDDIE 


DIRECTOR OF ATHLETICS 
4TH YEAR | WAKE FOREST, 1993 


Mike Buddie is in his fourth year as the Director of Athletics at the United States Military Academy 
at West Point. 


Buddie continues to spearhead the mission of the athletic department of developing leaders of 
character committed to the values of Duty, Honor, Country through initiatives that support the 
Cadet Athletes and their 47-month experience at West Point. 


Cadet-Athletes have flourished in athletic competitions and in the classroom with several Black Knights being named All-Americans (athletic 

and academic) & Rhodes Scholars while claiming conference championships and national accolades. AWPAA has negotiated a multi-year extension with CBS 
Sports Network as it continues to be the broadcast home for Black Knights football home games, showcasing the program's success at Michie Stadium. 
Buddie oversees facility enhancements and capital projects including the $95 million Michie Stadium Preservation Project which is the most ambitious gift- 
funded construction project in the history of the United States Military Academy. 


Buddie, who serves as the NCAA Baseball Committee Chair, has built strategic national relationships which led to an extension with Nike and to bowl 
partnerships. Buddie, who was announced by former United States Military Academy Superintendent Lt. Gen. Darryl A. Williams as Army West Point's new 
director of athletics on May 22, 2019, arrived at West Point from Furman University in Greenville, South Carolina. 


Buddie had a successful four-year tenure leading the Paladins to a major resurgence on and off the field. He negotiated a multi-year partnership with Nike, 
produced the department's first balanced budget, and spearheaded an effort to bring the NCAA Men's Basketball Tournament back to upstate South Carolina in 
2017. He also secured several major financial gifts, including a trio of $1 million endowments in support of the football and volleyball programs. Under Buddie's 
leadership, the Paladins won 26 Southern Conference Championships. 


Before Furman, Buddie spent a decade at Wake Forest University where he oversaw several different areas with the Demon Deacons. Buddieis a 1993 graduate 
of Wake Forest, where he was a three-year letter winner as a pitcher for the Demon Deacons baseball team. He was drafted by the New York Yankees in the 
fourth round of the 1992 Major League Baseball draft. During his career, Buddie was a pitcher for the New York Yankees and the Milwaukee Brewers from 1998 
to 2002 and was a member of the Yankees’ 1998 World Series championship team. 


A native of Berea, Ohio, Buddie and his wife, Traci, have two children, Zachary and Zoe.

Kristine Fowler was named Deputy AD/Chief Operating Officer in 2022 following a three year 
stint as the Senior Associate Athletic Director and Senior Woman Administrator. 


She orginally joined Army West Point in July of 2019. 


“We are thrilled to welcome Kristine, Joseph, Kennedy and Jefferson Fowler to the West Point 
family," said Director of Athletics Mike Buddie. “Kristine’s intellect, integrity and experiences at 
numerous Power Five schools makes her the perfect addition to our team. We look forward to her 
leadership of several key units at the Academy and can't wait to begin the new academic year." 


Fowler will assume her new role at Army where she will be a member of the Executive Staff, oversee and manage the Human Resource Office, 
serve on several Patriot League Governance Committees and direct the Cadet-Athlete Welfare Program, while developing and executing the 
Leadership Development Programming for the department. 


Fowler arrives on the banks of the Hudson after spending seven years at Indiana University. Most recently, she served as a Senior Associate 
Athletics Director for Sport Administration at Indiana for the past two years. 


“lam elated to be joining the Army West Point Family,” said Fowler. “I am thankful to Athletic Director Mike Buddie for the opportunity to work 
alongside him in leading this department and our 1100 cadet-athletes to unprecedented success." 


At Indiana, her responsibilities included coordinating a team of eight sport administrators, department policy and procedures, IU's NCAA 
governance process, and representing IU on the Big Ten Sport Management Committee. 


She also served as the sport administrator for men's golf, women’s golf, rowing and wrestling. Fowler previously held sports supervisor 
responsibilities for men's tennis, women’s tennis and field hockey. 


Before assuming her Senior Associate Athletics Director role, Fowler was an Associate Athletic Director for Compliance beginning in September 
2012 before being named Senior Associate Athletics Director for Compliance in February 2017. 


Fowler arrived at Indiana after serving as the Assistant Athletic Director at the University of Kansas for six years, where she managed the day- 
to-day operations of the compliance office. Prior to Kansas, Fowler spent three years as an Assistant Director of Compliance at the University 
of Miami (Fla.). 

Fowler holds a Business Management degree from the University of Nebraska and a master's of Sport Administration from Barry University. She 
is actively involved with both the National Association of Athletic Compliance (NAAC) and Women Leaders in College Sports (formerly known as 
NACWAA). 


Fowler, a native of West Point, Neb., now resides in Fort Montgomery, N.Y., with her husband, Joseph, and children, Kennedy and Jefferson.

4TH YEAR | USMA, 1990 


Dan McCarthy was promoted to Deputy Athletic Director by Army West Point Director of Athletics 
Mike Buddie in August 2019. He had previously served as the Senior Associate Athletic Director of 
Administration and was appointed as the Interim Director of Athletics in the Spring of 2019 during 
the transition to a new director of athletics. 


In his current role, McCarthy assists the Director of Athletics in setting the strategic vision of the 
Army West Point Athletic Association and represents the athletic department in various governance functions within the United States Military 
Academy. He manages the department's capital projects that support the sustainment and modernization of athletic facilities as well as the 
construction of new facilities. McCarthy also oversees the department's equipment operations for all 28 athletic teams and he serves as the 
Sport Administrator for the baseball, football, hockey and women's soccer teams. 


McCarthy has been with the department since June 2017 and was added to former Athletic Director Boo Corrigan's executive staff prior to the 
2018-19 academic year. McCarthy first joined the department as the Director of Football Operations on Head Coach Jeff Monken’s staff after 
retiring from the military after 27 years of service, attaining the rank of Colonel. During his season as the Director of Football Operations, the 
team recorded its most successful season in program history up until that point with a 10-3 record, including wins over rivals Air Force and Navy 
winning the Commander in Chief's Trophy for the first time in 21 years. 


The team also won the Armed Forces Bowl to record back-to-back bowl wins for the first time in program history. In 2018, McCarthy joined the 
executive staff as the Associate Athletic Director for Administration where he oversaw capital projects and the department's equipment staff 
while serving as the as the Sport Administrator for the men's soccer and softball teams. He later was given responsibility to oversee the Athletic 
Training and the Strength and Conditioning staffs for the department and to serve as the Sport Administrator for the football team later being 
promoted to Senior Associate Athletic Director. During the 2018 season, the Army football team experienced its most successful season in 
program history recording its highest win total with an 11-3 record, winning the Commander in Chief's trophy in back to back seasons for the 
first time, and winning its third consecutive bowl game. 


McCarthy is no stranger to West Point having served for fifteen years on the faculty as an Academy Professor in the Department of Systems 
Engineering. During that time, he held a number of different positions to include serving as the Director of the Systems Engineering Program, 
the Director of the Operations Research Center, and the Deputy Department Head. He also served as the Head Officer Representative of the 
Army West Point sprint football team for more than eight years where he worked closely with the cadet-athletes in all aspects of their off-field 
development. McCarthy was involved in several strategic initiatives undertaken by the Academy and the athletic department as well. While 
assigned to West Point, McCarthy deployed to Afghanistan in 2009 with the 82nd Airborne Division serving as the Chief of Assessments. He 
later deployed to Iraq in 2010 where he served as the Chief of Strategic Assessments for US Forces Iraq. His most recent deployment was in 
the spring of 2014 to Djibouti in support of the Combined Joint Task Force — Horn of Africa (CUTF-HOA). 


A 1990 graduate of the United States Military Academy, McCarthy was a three-year letter winner on the Army Sprint Football team earning all- 
league honors his junior and senior years. During his three years with the program, the team won two league championships including his senior 
year when McCarthy served as team captain and led the squad to an undefeated season. Following his senior season, McCarthy was named an 
Eastern College Athletic Conference (ECAC) Scholar-Athlete. McCarthy later returned to the team from 2001 to 2003 as an assistant coach 
where he tutored the wide receivers and tight ends while also coaching the kicking specialists. Following his graduation from West Point in 
1990, McCarthy was commissioned as a second lieutenant in the Aviation Branch. 


Following his completion of Flight School at Fort Rucker, Ala., he served as a flight platoon leader in the 1st Armored Division in Germany and 
deployed his platoon of Blackhawk helicopters to Mogadishu, Somalia, as part of Operation Restore Hope. He returned to Germany and was later 
reassigned to the 82nd Airborne at Fort Bragg, N.C., and served in multiple capacities including Commander of the Headquarters Company and 
as the Brigade Personnel Officer for the Aviation Brigade of the 82nd.

ARMY AND NAVY WILL BATTLE FOR THE 1le3rd TIME ON DECEMBER 


For the first time since 2019, the 123rd edition of the storied Army-Navy rivalry will find the 
Black Knights and Midshipmen playing on Dec. 10, 2022 at Lincoln Financial Field in Philadelphia, P.a. 
Only 10 Division I-A rivalries have featured more games than the Army-Navy series. 


This revered series began when Cadet Dennis Mahan Michie accepted a “challenge” from Naval

Academy Midshipmen for a football game against the Cadets. That first contest was held on 

“The Plain” at West Point on Nov. 29, 1890. The more experienced Mids, who had been playing N AV Y 

organized football since 1879, defeated the Cadets 24-0. With 90 of the 120 Army-Navy games BesenreD 

played inside the Philadelphia city limits, 2022 marks the 14th the historic matchup will be 

held inside Lincoln Financial Field. 


Other venues include: West Point (4), Annapolis (3), Palmer Stadium (1), Franklin Field (18), Polo 

Grounds (9), Baltimore Stadium (2), Soldier Field (1), Yankee Stadium (2), Municipal/John F. Kennedy 

Stadium (41), Veterans Stadium (17), Rose Bowl (1), Giants Stadium (4), M&T Bank Stadium (2), CBS Sports reaffirmed its committment to broadcasting the storied rivalry to a 
Lincoln Financial Field (13), FedEx Field (1) and MetLife Stadium (1) national audience with a new agreement until 2028. The Army-Navy Game 
presented by USAA will be the only college football game contested on the second 
Saturday in December a departure from its recent history of being played a week 
earlier opposite several conference championship contests. 


The Army-Navy series has been tied on 13 occasions (five times since 1979). The latest tie came 
following Navy’s victory in 2004. The Mids’ win in 2005 gave Navy its first edge in the series 
since 1993. Until winning in 1980 to break a 37-37-6 stalemate, Navy had not led in the series 


standing since 1921, just after the 24th meeting between the academies. The United States Military Academy and United States Naval Academy announced 


in July 2009 that financial services leader USAA signed a 10-year agreement to be 
the presenting sponsor of the annual Army-Navy football game. USAA is among the 
premier providers of banking products, insurance, investments, and financial 
planning to current and former members of the U.S. military and their families — 
including the Cadets and Midshipmen from the two academies.

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Service academy supremacy is at stake on the gridiron 
each season when Army, Navy and Air Force batt le in 
a round-robin schedule for the Commander-in-Chief’s 
Trophy. 

This year, the Trophy enters its 52nd season as the 
preeminent indicator of football bragging rights among 
the three major service academies. 

Army’s most recent Commander-in-Chief’s Trophy was 
earned in 2020 when the Black Knights assured 

that the Trophy would return to its original home by 
shuting out arch-rival Navy 15-0 before trouncing Air 
Force 10-7 the following week. Both victories were 
earned at Michie Stadium, helping the team capture its 
third Commander-in-Chief’s Trophy in four seasons. 
To help commemorate the Trophy’s 25th birthday, 
President Bill Clinton was on hand at “The Vet” to 
present the Black Knights with the glimmering silver 
Trophy following their come-from-behind victory. 

It marked the fi rst ti me that a standing President 

att ended an Army-Navy clash since Gerald Ford looked 
on in 1974 to see Navy defeat Army 19-0. 

Former President George W. Bush witnessed the 
Army-Navy game in person three ti mes during his two 
terms in office, attending the classic in 2001, 2004 and 
2008. In 2018, President Donald J. Trump was on hand 
for the 119th installment of the Army-Navy game played 
at Lincoln Financial Field in Philadelphia. 

Prior to 1996, Army had last acquired sole possession 
of the Trophy in 1988. In 1993, each team split its two 
academy games, marking only the fourth ti me that all 
three teams shared possession of the Trophy. 

Army captured the inaugural Commander-in-Chief’s 
Trophy by defeati ng Air Force, 17-14, and Navy, 23-15, 
in 1972.

The Trophy has resided at West Point in 1972, 1977, 
1984, 1986, 1988, 1996, 2017, 2018, and 2020. 

Navy, which ruled the 1970s, has acquired sole 
ownership of the trophy nine ti mes since 1981. The 
Mids captured the hardware seven straight seasons 
from 2003-09 before Air Force claimed the trophy in 
2010, 2011 and won it in 2014, aft er Navy won two 
straight. 

The Trophy is named in honor of the President of the 
United States as Commander-in-Chief of the armed 
forces. The three-sided structure, which weighs 170 
pounds and stands 2 1/2 feet tall, is engraved with the 
seal of each academy and displays a reproducti on of 
each school’s mascot. The year in which the Trophy is 
won is engraved on the appropriate academy’s side. 

The idea for the establishment of an interservice 
football trophy originated with the late Gen. George B. 
Simler, commander of the Air Training Command and 
a former Air Force Academy athletic director. The 1972 
season was seen as an appropriate ti me to consider 
such an idea since it also marked the fi rst season of the 


round-robin competi tion among the three teams. 
Simler proposed the idea to the USAFA Associati on 
of Graduates early in 1972. The Associati on, in turn, 
proposed the project to the alumni associati ons 

at West Point and Annapolis as suitable for joint 
sponsorship by the three insti tuti ons. Following formal 
adopti on of the project, designs for the Trophy were 
sought from manufacturers. 

After Army’s inaugural ti tle in 1972, Navy captured 
possession of the Trophy eight of the following nine 
years before Air Force fi rst staked claim to the honor in 
1982. The Trophy remained in the Falcons’ possession 
the following season when they swept the Black 
Knights and Midshipmen. 

Army recaptured the Trophy in 1984, its fi rst outright 
title since 1977. 

The Black Knights begin the quest for this year’s CIC 
title on Nov. 5 when they take on Air Force in Arlington, 
Texas at the home of the Texas Rangers. Army will then 
square off against Navy on Dec. 10 at Lincoln Financial 
Field, home of the Philadelphia Eagles.

Jeff Monken heads into his ninth season at the helm of Army West Point football in 2022 after 
being named the 37th individual head coach in program history on Dec. 24, 2013. 


Monken shows a 96-59 career record as a head coach and a 58-43 mark at Army. The Black Knights 
have enjoyed success over the past five seasons with a .674 winning percentage, including four wins 
over Air Force, four wins over Navy (2016, 2017, 2018, 2020) and four bowl-game victories (2016, 
2017, 2018, 2021). 


Outscoring all opponents 427-290 in 13 games in 2021, the Black Knights finished the season 9-4, 

; recording the sixth winning-season in the eight seasons under Head Coach Jeff Monken. The record 

ae eee the 2021 ECAC Coach of the Year's win total to 58 wins since joining in 2014, which matched as the second-most in Academy history (Charles 
aly, 58). 


The Black Knights won a fourth-consecutive Armed Forces Bowl in their fifth Bowl game in six years. Facing Missouri for the first time in 40 years, the Black 
Knights secured their fourth Armed Forces Bowl victory in 11 years. The win also marks as Army's first win against an SEC opponent since 2009. The Black 
Knights started the season 4-0 for the first time in 25 years as well as having an unbeaten record in November, accounting for only the third time in 21 years 
to mark the feat, two of those coming under Monken (2018, 2021). A dynamic Black Knight explosive attack was led by QB Christian Anderson who threw five 
touchdowns for 34 yards-or-more, while also rushing for the most single-game yards by a quarterback in the NCAA with 236 (Week 4). Anderson also marked 
three 50 yard-or-more rushing touchdowns. 2021 also saw Army's first Associated Press All-American in 31 years, where LB Andre Carter's career-high 15.5 
sacks set a new Academy record for total sacks in a single season. Carter was additionally named an All-American by Phil Steele, marking also as an Academy 
first. Nine Black Knights were selected to Phil Steele's All-Independent Team, along with Team Captain LB Arik Smith selected as the 2021 Defender of the 
Nation and to the Associated Press All-Bow! Team. Smith, the team's leading tackler in back-to-back seasons was also a Campbell Trophy semifinalist and the 
Lockheed Martin Armed Forces Bowl MVP 


Monken led the Cadets to yet another impressive season in 2020, peeing 9-3 record including vy, wins over both Navy and Air Force. Army was led by the 
nation's top defensive unit, as the Black Knights ranked first in the FBS in Total Defense, allowing only 275.3 yards per game. The Blak Knights also ranked in the 
country's top 5 in scoring defense (2nd - 14.83 ppg), red-zone defense (2nd - .645 scoring pct.) and passing yards allowed (2nd - 160.8 ype). 


On the offensive side of the ball, Army displayed one of the most successful and diverse rushing attacks in the country thanks to Monken’s triple-option scheme. 
The Cadets totaled over 250 rush yards in seven contests, including 441 vs Ablileine Christian (Oct.3) and 439 vs. Lousiana-Monroe (Sep. 12). Those marks 
were good for the 6th and 7th highest totals in a single game in the FBS he the 2020 season, respectively. Paced by a balanced rushing attack, the Cadets 
dominated time-of-possession over their opposite in 2020, holding the ball for an average of 34 minutes per game. The 2020 season started strong, as the 
Black Knights defeated Middle Tennessee State, 42-0, in the season opener, the first Army shutout since blanking Air Force in Colorado Springs, Colo., 21-0, on 
Nov. 4, 2017. The 42-0 victory was Army's largest shutout victory over an FBS school since 1963, when it defeated Wake Forest, 47-0. In the 2020 version of 
America's Game, Army's defensive unit held Navy's rushing attack to just 108 yards, the least amount of meas velae by the Mids since 2001. The 15-0 shutout 
of Navy was the first time since Nov. 29, 1969, that Army shut out the Mids, The 2020 Commander-in-Chief Trophy Champions also climbed into the national 
rankings throughout the season, twice finding themselves in the AP Top 25 (22nd- Weeks 3-4). The Black Knights’ was just the fourth time since 1970 that 
Army won at least six games in Its first seven tilts. Monken coached a number of players to postseason honors in 2020 including USA Today Second-Team All- 
American Jon Rhattigan. 


The 2019 season featured five wins for the Black Knights which was ranked amongst the best in the nation once again. Since the start of the 2016 season, 
Army is averaging a nation's best 327.8 yards Pie on the ground. The Blacks Knights own the best third down conversion rate dating back to the 2010 
season, converting 813-of-1,711 third downs (47.5 percent). Army averaged 297.2 rushing yards per eee (3rd nationally) in 2019 and had 3,863 net rushing 
yards total (3rd). The Black Knights’ 45 rushing scores were tied for second in the nation, while their 5.2 yards per rush was 17th. The Cadets had three plays 
go for 80 or more yards (all touchdowns) in 2019, which finished tied for the nation's lead. Army had 19 rushes of 30 or more yards this season, good for a tie 
or sixth in the nation. It finished tied for 12th in 40-plus rushes (8), 13th in evalu yoru rushes (93), and tied for 17th in 20-plus (28). The Black Knights were 
fifth nerianelly in passing defense (178.9), tied for 27th in fumble recoveries (10), 27th in first downs allowed (234) and 30th in total defense (342.3). West 
Point was eighth nationa i in fewest penalty yards per game (38.2) and 12th in fewest penalties per game (4.6). Army is now 17-2 in its last 19 games played 
at Michie Stadium dating back to the 2016 season. This 2019 season marked Army's fourth consecutive winning season at home. The Cadets’ 3,863 yards 
on the ground this season is good for sixth in program history. Since taking over as head coach in 2014, Monken and his teams own four of the top six single 
season rushing marks in program Le In the VMI win, Army finished with 594 rushing yards, good for third most in program history and the most since Nov. 
18, 1989 vs. Colgate. Army's defense held UMass to 125 total yards, a program record for the fewest allowed to an FBS opponent. UMass was limited to just 19 
yards in the second half. The Black Knights held the Minutemen to 26 rushing yards on 26 attempts, the fewest since allowing 10 to Lafayette on Oct. 15, 2016. 


In 2018 Monken led the Cadets to a historic year as his squad became nationally ranked in early November for the first time in 22 years (1996). They remained 
in the Top-25 throughout the rest of the season and finished ranked No. 19 in the Associated Press Poll 
and No. 20 in the Amway Coaches Poll. The year was highlighted by a program-record 11 wins, marking the 
first time in Academy history the Black Knights registered 10-plus wins in back-to-back seasons. Army also 
won the Commander In Chief's oy in consecutive seasons for the first time in program lore, while also E4 
garnering the Lambert Trophy for the first time in 60 years. The Black Knights became the first three-time 
winner of the Armed Forces Bowl as well that season after they routed Houston, 70-14, on Dec. 22. The 
70 points put up , Army in that contest tied an FBS record for points scored in a bowl game. To cap the 
2018 season, the Cadets won 13 vie in arow at home and finished their second-straight season going 
unbeaten at Michie Stadium. They held five consecutive opponents to 14 or less points to end the year as 
well and finished 11-0 when leading at the half. Army closed the year ranked first nationally in third down 
conversion percentage (.571), fourth down conversion percentage (.861), and time of possession (38:33), [i 
while also il: second in rushing offense with 312.5 yards per game. Twelve cadet-athletes were named | 
to the Phil Steele's All-Independent Team, and Monken received national praise after winning the George 
Munger Collegiate Coach of the Year Award and the Vince Lombardi Award for National College Coach of 
ab me He was also named a finalist for the Paul “Bear” Bryant and Eddie Robinson Awards for Coach of 
the Year. 


In 2017 Monken led Army to its most successful season in over two decades, earning 10 victories, the | ! 
Commander in Chief's Trophy and a victory in the Armed Forces Bowl. The Black Knights won the NCAA 

Division | Football Bowl Subdivision rushing title by averaging 362.3 rushing yards per game and finished with 50 rushing touchdowns, which broke the program 
record for a single season set a year prior. On the other side of the ball, Army was third in the nation in red zone defense and 14th against the pass. The Black 
Knights held opponents to 22 points Be game and ended Air Force's 306-game scoring streak with a 21-0 victory at Falcon Stadium. It was the first shutout 
against a service academy since 1969. The Black Knights were also rewarded for their success as the ECAC Division | FBS Team of the Year. 
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HEAD COACH JEFF MONKEN 


The 2016 season was a memorable one for the Black Knights under Monken. He led them to their first win over Navy since 2001 and a victory in a bowl game. 
The last time the Black Knights accomplished both feats in the same season was in 1984. Army was second in the nation in rushing offense and ran for a 
then Academy single-season 46 touchdowns, which eclipsed the 1945 national championship team. Defensively, Army was consistently in the Top-10 in total 
defense and closed out the year fourth in the nation. 


In 2015, Monken coached Army to a pair of wins over Bucknell and Eastern papell SL The Black Knights had five players reach 100 yards rushing in a game 
that year and had three different quarterbacks throw for 100 yards. Signal callers Anmad Bradshaw and Chris Carter ran and threw for 100 yards in their career 
debuts. Army won on the road for the first time since 2010 with a 58-36 win over Eastern Michigan as well. The Black Knights closed the season ranked 12th in 
the country In rushing offense at 244.3 yards per game. Linebacker Andrew King finished 21st in the nation in tackles for loss with an average of 2.1 per game 
and 26th in fumbles recovered with two. 


n his first season at Army, Monken guided the Cadets to home victories over Buffalo, Ball State and Fordham, in addition to a dramatic win against Connecticut 
at Yankee Stadium. Under his guidance, running back Larry Dixon, linebacker Jeremy Timpf, defensive back Josh Jenkins and offensive lineman Matt Hugenberg 
earned 11 citations on postseason all-star teams. Two players, Joe Drummond and Dixon, competed in The Medal of Honor Bowl Game and East-West Shrine 
Game, respectively, as well. Army was fifth in the country in rushing offense at 296.5 yards per game in Monken’'s inaugural season and sixth in fewest penalties 
per game with just 4.08 infractions per contest. He tutored a host of players who were listed in the national rankings as well. Timpf was seventh in the nation 
n solo tackles per game and 23rd in tackles per game. Jenkins was eighth in the country in blocked kicks and 33rd in Oe game, and both Lamar 
Johnson-Harris and Xavier Moss ranked 11th in punt return touchdowns. Dixon was nationally ranked in rushing yards per carry (30th), rushing yards (39th) 
and rushing yards per game (41st). With the Black Knights’ 47-39 win against Buffalo, Monken became the first head coach to win his first game since Bob 
Sutton ne ie with a victory over Colgate. Prior to that, the last Army coach to win his first game against a Football Bowl Subdivision opponent was Ed 
Cavanaugh in . 


Monken came to the banks of the Hudson River following a successful stint.as head coach at Georgia Southern. He spent four seasons as head coach of the 
Eagles ae eau the triple-option offense under one of the nation's premier option proponents, Paul Johnson, during assistant coaching stints at Navy and 
Georgia Tech. 


n his four seasons at Georgia Southern, Monken authored_a 38-16 mark and spearheaded the programs transition to the elite Football Bowl Subdivision level 
from the Football Championship Subdivision (FCS) ranks. Georgia Southern, ee the Sun Belt Conference following Monken's tenure, was a member of 
the FCS and qualified for the NCAA playoffs in all three eligible seasons under him. The Eagles advanced to the national semifinals each year, while also posting 
double-digit victory totals. Monken guided tradition-rich Georgia Southern to some of the biggest wins in school history, with the most memorable arguably 
being a 26-20 victory at Florida at the vaunted “Swamp.” Despite that headline-grabbing victory, the Eagles were not eligible for the FCS playoffs that season 
due to their transitional status. 


Monken and Johnson are the only coaches in Georgia Southern school history to win at least 10 games in each of their first three seasons. A finalist for the 2012 
Liberty Mutual Coach of the Year award, Monken guided the Eagles to 10 wins his first season, 11 his second and 10 in his third. His 2013 squad posted a 7-4 
mark, including the stunning, season-ending upset of Florida in Gainesville. Under Monken's guidance, Georgia Southern was one of the top rushing teams at the 
FCS level, claiming the NCAA rushing title in 2012 at 399.36 yards per contest. Walter Payton Award candidate Jerick McKinnon and running back Dominique 
Swope established the NCAA record for rushing yards by teammates with 3,063. Monken coached a lengthy list of all-stars, including the school’s highest-ever 
National Football League draft choice, safety J.J. Wilcox, a third-round selection by the Dallas Cowboys in 2013. 


Georgia Southern was ranked No. 1 in both FCS polls for seven weeks in 2011 and stopped Wofford, 31-10, to win its ninth Southern Conference championship. 
Five players were named All-America, Brent Russell was selected Southern Conference Defensive Player of the Year, Monken earned conference Coach of the 
Year plaudits and Swope was named Southern Conference Freshman of the Year. Home playoff wins against Old Dominion and Maine were part of the Eagles’ 
memorable 11-3 conn: Monken got off to a great start in his first year a Georgia Southern, knocking off top-ranked and ee unbeaten Appalachian 
State en route to its a 10-5 season. The Eagles ended the year with three straight wins to qualify for the postseason and registered three playoff victories to 
advance to the national semifinals. 


In addition to the success on the field, Monken helped Georgia Southern re-emerge academically with the team's cumulative grade point average ranking as 
the highest in school history in each of his first two seasons. Not only were the Eagles successful in the classroom and on the football field under Monken, but 
the players and staffs were part of several community service programs and local events. Monken was named Georgia Southern's head coach in November of 
2009, continuing a family history of football coaches. Jeff's father, Mike, and a dozen family members have coached at the high school, collegiate or professional 
ranks. Monken’s first head coaching job came after accumulating 20 years of experience as an assistant, 13 of them with his mentor Johnson. Monken coached 
slotbacks at Georgia Southern from 1997 to 2001 before joining Johnson first at Navy and then Georgia Tech. 

As an assistant coach at Georgia Southern, Monken was part of two NCAA FCS National Championship squads (1999 and 2000) and five-straight playoff teams. 
ae Southern was eae the top-five rushing teams in all five seasons and twice led the nation in rushing. The Eagles ranked in the top-15 in scoring four 
out of five seasons as well. 


After serving as an assistant at Georgia Southern, Monken accepted a position on Johnson's coaching staff at Navy. Monken not only mentored slotbacks, he 
later added special teams coordinator duties. In Annapolis, Monken helped the Midshipmen to five-straight Commander in Chief trophies and five consecutive 
bowl game appearances, including a 10-win season in 2004. Following his time at Navy, Monken moved to Georgia Tech where for two seasons he served as the 
slotbacks coach and special teams coordinator. The Yellow eee ! 
double-digit wins in 2009 and captured the Atlantic Coast Conference 
championship, oe euee that title was later vacated. Monken began his 
coaching career in 1989 as a graduate assistant at Hawai'i and later spent 
one season at Arizona State. Monken moved to Buffalo as the wide receivers 
and tight ends coach who also handled recruiting. He served on the staffs 
at Morton (Il.) High School as the head coach and at Concordia University in 
Illinois as the offensive line coach. 


A native of Joliet, Ill, Monken played wide receiver for four years and earned 
two varsity letters in track and field, while earning his bachelor's degree 
from Millikin University in 1989. He was inducted into the school's Athletic 
Hall of Fame in October 2013 and collected his master's degree from 
Hawai'i in 1991. 
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Monken and his wife Beth reside at West Point with their three daughters, 
Isabelle, Amelia and Evangeline.

Brent Davis is in his ninth season with the Army Black Knights, serving as the offensive coordinator. 


In 2021, the offensive rushing attack ranked among best in the country, ranking No. 1 in total rushing TDs (46), 
No. 2 in total first downs (205), rushing yards per game (2864) and total rushing yards (3,648). offensive unit 
posted two 500-yard output games Uconn (504) and Wake Forest (595). The outburst against Wake accounted 
for the sixth most single game yardage earned by the Academy since 2000. It also set as the most Black Knights 
have put up against an ACC opponent in 21 years. 


In 2020, Davis' offense propelled the Black Knights to a 9-3 record behind the nation's fourth-ranked rushing 
offense. Averaging 273 rushing yards-per-game, four Black Knights rushers marked over 40 yards-per-game on the ground. The Black Knights also saw four different quarterbacks 
start under center, with six total Black Knights taking a snap throughout the season to mark as first since the 1940's. QB TyhierTyler, RB Tyrell Robinson and RB JaKobi Buchannan 
were selected to the Phil Steele All-Independent team after outstanding performances. RB Sandon McCoy's 10 rushing touchdowns were also good to rank No. 22nd in the nation. 


In 2019, the Black Knights offense averaged 297.2 yards-per-game and rushed for a total of 3863 yards, both ranking third in the NCAA. Davis also oversaw the development of an 
offensive line that only allowed seven sacks, good for seventh-fewest in the FBS. In 2018, the Black Knights finished second with 312.5 rushing yards-per-game. They also ranked 
first in three different categories to close out the year: third-down conversion percentage (571), fourth-down conversion percentage (.861) and average time of possession per 
game (38:33). Davis coached six players to Phil Steele All-Independent Team honors in 2018, including two OL Bryce Holland and OL Jaxson Deaton. Holland, a team captain, was 
named to the USA Today All-Bowl Team and an AIl-ECAC First Team recipient. Also garnering recognition in 2018 was the offensive line that was selected to the Sports Illustrated 
All-Bowl Team. The O-Line blocked for an impressive Army running game that compiled an FBS bowl! game record, tying 70 points in its victory over Houston on Dec. 22. That same 
offensive line helped the Army offense rush for over 4,000 yards, which ranked No. 2 in the country. Davis also had a hand in the success of Kelvin Hopkins Jr. and Darnell Woolfolk, 
where Hopkins Jr. became the first player in Academy history to throw and rush for 1,000 yards in the same season. Five of Hopkins’ rushing touchdowns came in the Lockheed 
Martin Armed Forces Bowl tied the Black Knights’ single-game record and his 77-yard TD rush set as the longest run in Army's Bowl history. Hopkins Jr. closed out his first year as 
the primary play caller with 17 rushing touchdowns, which tied Carlton Jones and QB Trent Steelman for a single-season program record. Woolfolk finished his career tied for third 
in program history with 37 touchdowns, after compiling 14 during his final campaign. He rushed for a career-best 956 yards in 2018 and ended his tenure ninth all-time in Academy 
lore with 2,368 yards. Woolfolk was also selected to play in the 2018 East-West Shrine Game following his impressive senior season. 


In 2017, Davis was honored as a nominee for the Broyles Award, which is awarded to the top assistant coach in the country, after leading the Black Knights to an NCAA rushing title 
with 362.3 yards-per-game. Army also set anew Academy record scoring 50 rushing touchdowns to finish second in the nation in that category. The Black Knights led the country in 
total rushing yards with 4,710, which also saw QB Ahmad Bradshaw break the single-season service-academy rushing record with 1,746 yards. The mark was high enough for fifth 
in the country at the end of the year. Bradshaw finished sixth in the nation with 134.3 rushing yards per contest. He averaged an impressive 7.21 yards per carry, which was also in 
the top 10 nationally. OL Brett Toth was a participant in the 2017 Reese's Senior Bowl and the East-West Shrine Game. Toth was also a member of the Associated Press All-Bowl 
Team, while OL Holland was awarded with a spot on the ESPN All-Bowl Team. In 2016, the offensive unit ranked second in the nation in rushing offense with 339 rushing yards-per- 
game and averaged 5.6 yards per rush. Army ran for over 500 yards twice and racked up 4412 total rushing yards, accounting for the third most in Academy history in a single season. 
Under Davis, the Black Knights ran for a then Academy record 46 touchdowns to eclipse the 1945 National Championship team that recorded 45 that season. Army was aided that 
year by RB Andy Davidson and Bradshaw, who both ran for over 900 yards. Davidson rushed for 12 touchdowns that ranked eighth all-time in a single season and the most since 
Steelman achieved 12 in 2011. In 2015, Davis led a Black Knights offense that was 12th in the nation with 244.3 rushing yards-per-game. He guided six players to 100-yard rushing 
games during the season, including two from Bradshaw and Aaron Kemper. Bradshaw and Chris Carter made their career debuts under Davis marked their first 100-yard rushing and 
passing game in an Army uniform. The 2015 passing attack under Davis saw Edgar Poe record two 100-yard receiving games, including 121 yards on five catches against Navy. 
Poe recorded six touchdowns, which was the most by an Army receiver since 2007. Davis also coached Army to 34 total touchdowns, with 24 coming by way of the ground game. 


In his first season at Army, Davis guided an offense in 2014 that was fifth in the country in rushing yards per contest at 296.5. He tutored RB Larry Dixon, who rushed for 1,102 yards 
as a senior and for more than 3,000 yards throughout his career. Dixon was 39th in the nation in rushing yards during his final campaign and 40th in rushing yards per contest at 
91.8. With guidance from Davis, quarterback Angel Santiago ranked 60th in the country with 10 rushing touchdowns as well. As the primary play-caller, Davis led Army to 33 rushing 
touchdowns and 358.8 yards of total offense per contest that season. Davis also worked with the offensive line, a unit that featured a different starting five on 10 occasions and 
still had Army among the nation's rushing leaders. C Matt Hugenberg was named to two different postseason all-star teams, and Dixon collected honors for three different squads. 


Prior to Army, Davis spent four seasons as Georgia Southern's offensive coordinator and offensive line coach in his second stint in Statesboro, Ga. A veteran triple option coordinator, 
Davis helped the Eagles to three consecutive trips to the national semifinals. Georgia Southern boasted the top rushing offense in two consecutive seasons in 2011 and 2012. 
Davis also coached at Georgia Southern from 1997-05 when he guided the offensive line and running backs, as the Eagles won seven conference championships and made eight 
playoff appearances. Georgia Southern captured four consecutive FCS rushing titles as well as the 2004 scoring title with 47.0 points per contest. Davis later moved to coaching 
the offensive line, before departing for Virginia Military Institute as its offensive coordinator. Davis spent four seasons at VMI, with his final season as interim head coach, before 
returning to Georgia Southern. The Keydets, running the triple option, led the Big South in rushing in all four of Davis' seasons. VMI established a conference-record 357.5 yards- 
per-game average in 2008, while the 2009 squad racked up 276.6 rushing yards-per-game. Both the 2008 and 2009 teams led the nation in rushing. In 2007, VMI produced four 
500-plus yard games and ranked fourth in the country in rushing and 34th in total offense. Davis earned a pair of varsity letters at The Citadel as a tight end before transferring to 
the University of Georgia. He lettered and earned a spot on the Academic All-SEC Honor Roll before graduating from Georgia in 1997 with a degree in business management. 


Davis and his wife Jen, a Georgia Southern graduate, reside at West Point.

A 31-year coaching veteran and a coordinator for 20 years, Nate Woody enters his third season with the Black 
Knights. 


Woody came to West Point in 2020 after stints as a defensive analyst at Michigan (2019), defensive coordinator 
and outside linebackers coach at Georgia Tech (2018), defensive coordinator at Appalachian State (2013-17) 
and defensive coordinator at Wofford (2000-12). 


In 2021, Woody oversaw a defensive unit that that surrender under 20 points in five straight games to close out 
the season before the Armed Forces Bowl. The unit finished 15th in the country in total defense, only giving up 
3284 yards per game. They also finished 38th in the county yielding 211.1 passing yards per game. Woody's unit 
was led by OLB Andre Carter who logged 15.5 sacks, which was second in the nation and the most in Army history beating Josh McNary’s mark of 12.5 sacks in 2009. 


In his first season as the defensive coordinator, Woody helped Army finish as the nation's top defense, allowing just 275.3 yards per game in 2020. The Cadet's 9-3 record was 
powered by Woody's defensive 3-4 scheme that helped the Black Knights dominate in both the passing and ground game. Army allowed the second-fewest passing yards in the 
nation, giving up only 160.8 yards per game. Additionally, Woody's run-stopping unit finished 18th in the country allowing only 114.6 yards per game on the ground against a schedule 
full of run-heavy offenses. The Black Knights also ranked in the country's top 5 in scoring defense (2nd - 14.83 ppg), red-zone defense (2nd - .645 scoring pct.) and passing yards 
allowed (2nd - 160.8 ypg). 


Woody helped Army bring the Commander-In-Chief Trophy back to West Point in his first season as the DC, after his defense held Navy (W, 15-0) and Air Force (W, 10-7) to a 
combined seven points. The 15-0 shutout of Navy was the first time since Nov. 29, 1969, that Army shutout the Mids in America's Game. Led by Woody and a veteran defensive 
unit, the Black Knights defense held their opponents to fewer than 10 points six times this season, a feat that had not been accomplished since 1966. Under Woody's guidance, 
six Cadets earned spots on the Phil Steele 2020 All-Independent Team, including Second-Team All-American John Rhattigan. Woody, who brought his attacking 3-4 scheme to Army 
which he used to run Georgia Tech's defense in 2018. He worked under then Georgia Tech head coach Paul Johnson, who Monken was an assistant coach for with the Yellowjackets 
(2008-09), at Navy (2002-07) and at Georgia Southern (1997-01). 


In 2018, the Yellowjackets’ defense had a nose for the football, as they were tied for fifth nationally in fumble recoveries (13), tied for 16thin total takeaways (25) and tied for 
17thin defensive touchdowns (3). 


Woody directed Appalachian State's defense for five seasons. He took over a defense in 2013 that ranked eighth in the nine-team FCS Southern Conference in total defense the 
season prior to his arrival. Under Woody's leadership, his unit led the Sun Belt Conference in total defense three times and ranked among the top 30 in NCAA Division | FBS each of 
his last four campaigns at Appalachian State (2014-17). 


Over his final three seasons at Appalachian State, the Mountaineers had average FBS national rankings of 15th in scoring defense, 19th in total defense, 28th in rushing defense 
and 28th in passing defense. Appalachian also averaged 24 takeaways, 19 interceptions and 35 sacks per season over the last three campaigns. 


During that three-year span, the Mountaineers won 30 games, two Sun Belt championships and became the first program to ever win bowl games in each of its first three seasons 
at the FBS level. 


Appalachian State blanked Mid-American Conference champion Toledo, 34-0, at the 2017 Dollar General Bowl. The Mountaineers limited the nation's eighth-ranked offense to just 
146 total yards (364 yards below the Rockets’ season average) and had four takeaways. 


Prior to Appalachian State, Woody spent the first 22 years of his collegiate coaching career at his alma mater, Wofford (1988-93, 1997-2012), including 13 successful seasons 
as defensive coordinator (2000-12). 


In his 13 seasons leading the Wofford defense, Woody built one of the Southern Conference's most successful units. Wofford led the SoCon in total defense three times under 
Woody's direction, including twice in his last three campaigns with the Terriers (2010 and 2012), and produced nine all-Americans and three SoCon Defensive Players of the Year. 


In his final season at Wofford, the defense allowed just 16.6 points, 125 rushing yards and 305.9 total yards per game, good for tops in the SoCon in all three categories. The Terriers 
ranked among the top 10 in the FCS in total defense twice in his last three seasons — seventh in 2010 and ninth in 2012 — and also led FCS (then known as Division I-AA) in 
takeaways with 41 in 2003. 


Woody was a four-year starter at Wofford from 1980-83, playing two years at defensive back and two at outside linebacker. He was an honorable-mention all-American, a two-time 
all-district honoree and served as the Terriers’ team captain in 1983. He graduated from Wofford with a B.A. in business economics in 1984. 


Born in Burlington, N.C., Woody spent part of his childhood attending high school at T.L. Hanna H.S. in Anderson, S.C. At Hanna,. He was a four-sport standout (football, basketball, 
baseball and soccer) and played in the 1979 Shrine Bowl of the Carolinas. He and his wife, Rebecca, have two sons, Nicolas and Jacob.

Scot Sloan has joined the Army Black Knights coaching staff where he will serve as the Co-Defensive Coordinator 
/ Safeties coach. A veteran defensive mind for over 30 years, Sloan comes to West Point following four seasons 
at Georgia Southern where he served as the defensive coordinator and safeties coach. 


At Georgia Southern, he led a 2021 defensive unit that limited the opponent's total time of possession to the 
fewest in four seasons. In 2020, Georgia Southern was No. 1 in the country for interceptions (18) and ranked 
14th overall in total defense. While also serving as a lead on the Eagles secondary, the Georgia Southern position 
group tied for 11th in sacks, 17th in interceptions, and 25th in fumble recoveries that same season. 


In 2020, Sloan's group led the FBS with 18 interceptions and also recorded 23 sacks. Raymond Johnson Ill 
earned All-America honors and Derrick Canteen was named a Freshman All-American after tying for the FBS lead in interceptions with six. The defense finished 15th in the country 
in rushing yards allowed per game and 14th in total defense. In all, nine different players earned all-conference plaudits from at least one outlet. 


In 2019, the Eagle defense took big steps forward, finishing third in the conference in scoring and total defense and first among Sun Belt schools in tackles for loss and fumbles 
recovered. Kindle Vildor was selected in the fifth round of the NFL Draft and Donald Rutledge Jr. signed on with the Indianapolis Colts as an undrafted free agent. 

His 2018 Georgia Southern squad featured an All-American in Kindle Vildor, along with five other players who earned all-conference honors. The defense had 15 interceptions and 
was a big part of the +22 turnover margin that led the FBS. 


The Eagles posted the best improvement in the FBS in defensive yards per play from 2017 to 2018, as well, moving up 72 spots in a year. The group finished first in the Sun Belt in 
interceptions, second in turnovers forced, third in total defense, third in rush defense . 


Sloan spent eight seasons as App State's secondary coach and was promoted to co-defensive coordinator in the spring of 2017. He also served as Appalachian’s recruiting 
coordinator his final six seasons in Boone. In his eight seasons at Appalachian State, Sloan mentored App's first FBS Freshman All-American in Clifton Duck in 2016, two NCAA 
ivision | FCS all-Americans (Mark LeGree in 2010 and Demetrius McCray in 2011) and 16 all-conference honorees.

Sloan mentored one of the nation's top secondaries and pass defenses his last three seasons at App, helping lead the Mountaineers to a pair of Sun Belt titles and three bowl games. 
App State had 53 interceptions his last three seasons at Appalachian, second-most nationally behind San Diego State. 


n 2017, seven defensive players earned first-team all-conference honors, including three from his secondary, as the Mountaineers were ranked in the top 20 nationally in 
interceptions, sacks and turnover margin en route to capturing the 2016 Sun Belt title, App State allowed only 10.8 points per game in Sun Belt play. The impressive showing in 
2016 came on the heels of a strong 2015 in which the team had 18 interceptions. 


n all, Sloan coached two National Football League Draft picks (LeGree and McCray) in his eight seasons at Appalachian. Former safety Doug Middleton played with the New York 
Jets, Alex Gray signed as a free agent with the Tampa Bay Buccaneers and A.J. Howard won a Super Bowl ring with the New England Patriots. 

As the program's recruiting coordinator, Sloan helped nail down four highly regarded signing classes, the first (2012) coming despite him not taking over as recruiting coordinator 
until just six weeks prior to National Signing Day. The Mountaineers’ 2014 recruiting class — its first as an NCAA Division | FBS program — was ranked No. 1 in the Sun Belt 
Conference by 247Sports while Sloan was tabbed as the Sun Belt's top recruiter by Scout.com. 


mmediately preceding his arrival at Appalachian State in 2010, Sloan spent three years at Riverside Military Academy in Gainesville, Georgia, culminating with him serving as the 
program's head coach in 2009. During his three-year stint at Riverside, which included two seasons (2007-08) as defensive coordinator, he helped lead the Eagles to three playoff 
berths and an 18-15 overall record. He was also the school’s athletics director for two years (2008-09). 


Prior to his stint at Riverside, Sloan was the defensive coordinator at Griffin (Ga.) H.S. in 2006, where his squad posted an 11-1 record and advanced to the second round of the 
Georgia state playoffs. The team's lone loss came at the hands of then-QB/FS, now Chiefs All-Pro Eric Berry. 


Before spending four years in the high-school ranks, Sloan was a successful assistant at Georgia Southern (defensive backs, 2002-05), Georgia Military College (defensive 
coordinator/recruiting coordinator/defensive backs, 1996-2001) and Clemson (graduate assistant, 1992-95). 


While at Georgia Southern, he helped lead the Eagles to two Southern Conference championships and three NCAA Division I-AA playoff berths. He mentored three All-Americans, six 
all-conference selections and one NFL Draft pick (David Young — 2003 sixth round, Jacksonville Jaguars) in his first stint in Statesboro. 


At Georgia Military, he coordinated a defense that set a National Junior College Athletic Association record for total defense while winning the NUCAA national championship in 2001. 
Sloan's four-year stint as a graduate assistant at Clemson included two bowl appearances and came on the heels of a successful playing career for the Tigers. 


He played defensive back at Clemson from 1989-91, was a member of three bowl teams and helped lead the squad to the 1991 Atlantic Coast Conference championship. 
Sloan owns a pair of degrees from Clemson and one from Lincoln Memorial University. He is married to the former Stephanie Crisco. They have two sons: Seth and Samuel.

Sean Saturnio enters his ninth season in 2022 as a member of the Army Black Knight coaching staff and returns 
for his fifth season as the special teams coordinator. 


Last season in 2021, Saturnio’s unit blocked three punts, which was tied for seventh best in the country. Over 
the last two seasons (2020-21), Army has blocked 11 total kicks (punts and FG attempts), most in the entire 
FBS. 


He rejoined as the leader of the special teams unit after two seasons (2018-19) as Army's tight ends coach. 
In his first season back with the special teams in 2020, Saturnio mentored one of the best units in the nation. 
Under Saturnio’s guidance, Army led the nation in both blocked kicks and blocked punts with seven and three. 


Saturnio's special teams unit was a key piece of the Army defensive effort, as opponents were continually pinned deep in their own territory by Second-Team All-Independent Punter 
Zach Harding and the exceptional Army punt coverage team. Long snapper Kyle O'Connor also earned a spot on an All-Independent team, landing on the first team for his efforts in 
the 2020 campaign. 


Army's special teamers also played a crucial role in helping Army capture the 2020 Commander-In-Chief Trophy with near perfect performances against both Navy and Air Force. 
Saturnio played an integral role in his two years coaching the tight ends, as the unit assisted the offensive line in having one of the best rushing attacks in the country each year. 
Since the start of the 2016 season, Army is averaging a nation's best 327.8 yards per game on the ground. During the 2019 season, Army averaged 297.2 rushing yards per game 
(3rd nationally), while its 45 rushing scores were tied for second in the nation. 


In 2018, Saturnio helped Army capture Commander in Chief's Trophy titles for the second-straight year and earn a bowl victory for the third year in a row following a 70-14 win over 
Houston. The Black Knights also finished the year with nine consecutive victories, went undefeated at home for the second year in a row and finished the year ranked 19th in the 
nation. Saturnio tutored tight ends Quinten Parker and Zach Saum to become an integral part of the offensive line that helped Army rank second in the nation in rushing yards per 
game at 312.5 during the 2018 campaign. The group was instrumental in leading Army to the best third and fourth down conversion rate in college football. The Black Knights were 
also third in the nation with 47 rushing touchdowns. 


In 2017, with help from Saturnio, the Black Knights brought home the Commander in Chief's Trophy for the first time since 1996 and won 10 games for only the second time in 
academy history. As special teams coordinator, he mentored punter Nick Schrage into a weapon for field position in 2017 as he was named a nominee for the Ray Guy Award as the 
nation's top punter. Schrage improved his average by over seven yards per kick and had six boots over 50 yards after just one in 2016. That year the Black Knights’ Special Teams 
unit finished with their highest STE (Special Teams Efficiency) rating since 2010 according to the college and pro statistical analysis site Football Outsiders. The unit was tied for 
eighth nationally in block punts in 2016 and tied for ninth in 2017. 


Football Outsiders also ranked the jump from the 2016 to the 2017 season as the greatest one season improvement in the last decade of Army football. In 2016, Saturnio took 
over the special teams for the first time at West Point. He mentored Blake Wilson, Schrage and J.D. Mote in the kicking game in their first full season. Rookie Malik McGue averaged 
eight yards per punt return and had a season-long 58-yard return at Wake Forest. 


Saturnio spent his first two seasons coaching the fullbacks. In 2015, he mentored Aaron Kemper into Army's top rusher with 544 yards on the ground and three touchdowns. Kemper 
had a pair of 100-yard rushing games, including 140 yards against Eastern Michigan. Under Saturnio, Matt Giachinta gained 286 yards and scored a touchdown as a senior. He was 
named to the National Football Foundation Hampshire Society and was a finalist for the Pop Warner Award. 


In his first season at Army, Saturnio helped mentor 1,000-yard rusher Larry Dixon who topped the 3,000-yard mark for his career. Dixon was named to three postseason all-star 
teams and competed in the East-West Shrine Game. Saturnio also coached Giachinta, Kemper and Richie Smith, all key parts of a rushing attack that was third in the country at 
296.5 yards per game. He also oversaw the punters and helped Alex Tardieu average 39.3 yards on 44 punts. Tardieu pinned the opponent inside the 20-yard line on 18 occasions 
and totaled six kicks of 50 yards or more. 


Saturnio came to West Point following two seasons at Georgia Southern, where he coached the tight ends and assisted Brent Davis with the offensive line. In addition, he coached 
the punters and coordinated the punt return team. Saturnio also had responsibility as the Director of Player Development in 2011 before assuming coaching responsibilities. In 
2012, Saturnio helped wide receiver/tight end Tyler Sumner collect honors on Phil Steels's 2012 All-Southern Conference squad. 


A native of Hilo, Hawai'i, Saturnio spent 12 seasons as the head coach at Waipahu High School, culminating with a semifinal appearance in the Oahu Interscholastic Association 
(OIA) White Conference playoffs in 2011. Saturnio was an assistant for two seasons before taking over as head coach at Waipahu where his team qualified for the playoffs in six 
of 10 seasons at the helm. He was named the OIA Division | Coach of the Year for the Western Division in 2008 and OIA Division Il Coach of the Year in 2004. 


Saturnio began his collegiate playing career at Division Ill Beloit College in Wisconsin before transferring to the University of Hawai'i. He was a walk-on for the Warriors and earned 
a spot on the team as a wide receiver. He earned his degree in elementary education in 1992. 


Saturnio and his wife, Sharon, were married in 2014. They have four children, Caitlin, Christina, Zachary, and Isaiah, and two grandchildren, Maya and Ezekiel.

Braswell enters his second season as the inside linebackers coach at West Point, originally being hired to staff 
in February of 2021. 


In his first season in 2021, he aided in the development of the big season from senior LB Arik Smith, who posted 
86 tackles (40 solo), 10.5 tackles for loss, four sacks and a fumble recovery. Smith's performance led him to be 
selected as the 2021 recipient of the Defender of the Nation Award. 


Braswell, a former high school head coach in Georgia and Tennessee, came to West Point after spending the 2020 
season at Appalachian State as an assistant coach and the 2019 season as a quality control coach at Louisville. 


As the outside linebackers assistant coach at Appalachian State in 2020, Braswell helped lead a defensive unit that ranked 18th nationally in total defense as the Mountaineers 
went 9-3 and won the Myrtle Beach Bowl with a 56-28 victory over North Texas. 


The App State defense ranked in the top three in multiple Sun Belt defensive categories, including second in pass defense and second in total defense. 


Braswell was also a key national recruiter for the Mountaineers. Following the season, Braswell was selected to the AFCA 35 Under 35 Coaches Leadership Institute - a prestigious 
program aimed at identifying and developing premier and future leaders in the coaching profession. 


During his one season at Louisville in 2019, Braswell was a defensive quality control coach, working with the inside linebackers position group. 


Braswell helped the Cardinals to one of the biggest turnarounds in college football that season as they went from 2-10 in 2018 to 8-5 in 2019 with a win over Mississippi State 
in the Music City Bowl. 


As the head coach at Ridgeland High School in his hometown of Rossville, Ga., in 2018, Braswell led the Panthers to an 8-4 overall record, a Region 6-AAAA runner-up finish and a 
34-14 state playoff victory over Flowery Branch before a second-round loss at Cartersville, the eventual state runner-up. Ridgeland also scored a big regular season road win at 
Sandy Creek. 

Braswell was the head coach at Chattanooga Central High School in 2016 and 2017 and led the Purple Pounders to the TSSAA state playoffs twice. 


He also served on the Tennessee Football Coaches Association Board of Directors, representing the interests of football coaches statewide and serving as a contributing voice 
with the TSSAA legislation. 


He began his coaching career in 2009 as he coached defensive backs at Ringgold. He went on to be defensive coordinator at Soddy-Daisy, East Ridge, North Murray, Chattanooga 
Central and Bradley Central and was the 2014 District Assistant Coach of the Year during his first stint with the Purple Pounders. 


As the offensive coordinator at Chattanooga Notre Dame in 2012, Braswell's offense was one of the best in the state, where the Irish averaged more than 34 points a game.

Daryl Dixon enters his fifth season coaching the Army West Point cornerbacks and his seventh season overall, 
after previously coaching the outside linebackers (2016-18). 


n 2021, Dixon led a secondary group that only yielded 211.2 passing yards per game. 


n the 2020 season, Dixon helped build the nation’s top defensive unit. Under his guidance, the Black Knights 
secondary allowed the second-fewest passing yards in the nation, giving up only 160.8 ype. 


Dixon's defensive backfield was a force to be reckoned with throughout the season, especially in the team's 
rivalry matchups with Air Force and Navy. In those two contests, the Black Knights held the offenses to a combined 118 passing yards while allowing just seven total points. The 
defensive effort powered Army to its third Commander in Chief Trophy in the past four seasons. 


Defensive backs Cedrick Cunningham and Julian McDuffie both earned spots on the Phil Steele All-Independent First-team in 2020 while being mentored by Dixon. 


In 2018, with help from Dixon, Army captured back-to-back Commander in Chief's Trophy titles for the first time in school history and earned three-straight bowl victories, which 
is a program record. The Black Knights also finished the year with nine consecutive victories, went undefeated at home for the second year in a row and finished the year ranked 
19th in the nation. 


Dixon tutored Campbell Trophy Finalist Kenneth Brinson and Chandler Ramirez in 2018. Ramirez was a newcomer to a starting role and made 31 tackles and had two fumble recover- 
ies. Brinson was the steady force once again with 29 tackles, 6.5 for a loss and had 5.5 sacks, which was second on the team. He also added two forced fumbles and a recovery. 
He sealed the win against Navy with a strip sack and recover in the fourth quarter. 


He helped guide the 2017 Black Knights to their first 10-win season since 1996 and they won 10 games for only the second time in academy history. They captured the CIC Trophy 
or the first time since 1996 and won the Armed Forces Bowl with a victory over San Diego State. 


In 2017, Aukerman finished with 70 tackles for third on the team and had the most tackles for loss and sacks on the team with 15.5 and 7.5, respectively. He combined with 
Brinson to recovery three fumbles and record two forced fumbles. Aukerman also had a key interception in the Armed Forces Bowl, which allowed Army to complete its comeback 
over San Diego State. 


Dixon tutored outside linebackers Alex Aukerman and Kenneth Brinson in 2016 to 59 and 45 tackles, respectively. Aukerman led the team in sacks with 7.5 and tackles for loss 
with 15, while Brinson was vital in passing situations with two interceptions. 


Dixon was part of a defensive staff that guided Army to fourth in the nation in total defense, sixth against the pass and 16th versus the run. 
Dixon came to West Point after seven seasons at Ball State as an assistant coach, where he tutored outside linebackers, cornerbacks and safeties throughout his stint with the 


Cardinals. He was on the Ball State staff for a pair of bowl games, including the Beef ‘0’ Brady's Bowl St. Petersburg after the 2012 season and the GoDaddy Bowl after the 2013 
campaign. 


During his time at Ball State, Dixon tutored Eric Patterson to All-Mid-American Conference Third Team honors in 2012 and Jamill Smith to third team honors as a punt return spe- 
cialist in 2012 as well. In addition, Dixon coached Sean Baker, who finished his career at Ball State as the program's leader in interceptions with 18. He also tutored 2010 second 
team All-MAC defensive back Jason Pinkston. 


He was named ESPN MAC Recruiter of the Year in 2012 and ranked as the No. 2 MAC recruiter by 24/7 Sports in 2012. 


Prior to the Cardinals, Dixon spent the 2008 season as a graduate assistant with the defensive line at Illinois. He started his coaching career as an assistant strength and condi- 
tioning coach at Illinois from Feb. 2006 through Jan. 2008. 


Dixon is a 2003 graduate of the University of Florida, where he starred as a defensive back. He played 49 games with 25 starts for the Gators and was a team captain as a senior. 
He was named to the 2003 All-Southeastern Conference Second Team and reached four bowl games with Florida. Off the field, he was a two-time Academic All-SEC selection and 
was voted Florida's Male Outstanding Senior Leader among the entire student body for the fall of 2003 graduating class. 

Following graduation, Dixon spent two seasons (2004 and 2005) as a member of the Indianapolis Colts.

Matt Drinkall is in his fourth season on the Army West Point coaching staff, currently coaching Tight 
Ends for the Black Knights. 


In 2021, Drinkall's group played a key role in the run game helping the offense rank in the top five in 
several major rushing categories, including leading the nation in rushing TDs, with 46. 


In 2020, Drinkall's position group helped anchor an offensive effort to lead Army to a 9-3 record and 
capture the Commander-in-Chief Trophy for the third time in four seasons. In 2019, Drinkall joined 
the Black Knight coaching staff as Offensive Quality Control, working with the quarterbacks. 


ae ; ; Drinkall came to the Banks of the Hudson after a very successful five-year stint as the Head Coach at 
Kansas Wesleyan University, while also serving as the team's Offensive Coordinator. 


Over the last four seasons of his tenure, Kansas Wesleyan won 40 games and marked the best four-year run in school history. Drinkall departed the program 
as the 2018 Coach of The Year, while holding the fourth-highest win total for the University. In that same four-season span, his team produced two Conference 
see two Offensive Players of The Year, and a Defensive Player of the Year. That four-season stretch produced 11 All-Americans and 64 All-conference 
selections. 


In his final season as Head Coach, the 2018 Coyotes posted the best season in school and conference history. Kansas Wesleyan won its first Conference 
Championship since 2002, after posting a 10-0 overall record to advance to the semifinals of the national playoffs. The Coyotes posted a program-best 13-1 
record, shattering school, KCAC and NAIA records in the process during their historic season. 


Running a no-huddle, Power-Spread system, Drinkall's offense set conference and school records for points per game ae and yards per game (530.8) re 
the regular season. The 2018 offense produced a ales accounting for 3,739 yards and 47 touchdowns, while simu bua pom a running back 
that accounted for 2,788 yards and 41 total touchdowns. Averaging over seven yards per play, the 2018 offense additionally set conference and school records 
for total points, total yards, points in a game (83), points in a half 69), points in a quarter (49). All three records were set in separate games. 


n 2018, the Coyotes swept the major conference awards, with RB Demarco Prewitt selected as the Conference MVP QB Johnny Feauto was selected as the 
Offensive Player of the Year and DL Shaq Bradford selected as the Defensive Player of the Year. The team finished with the highest ranking in school history, 
coming in at No. 4 in the final polls. 


n previous three seasons Cr peed the Coyotes continued their renewed s e success under Drinkall recording 27 total wins and a 23-5 record in conference 
play. During that stretch, KWU reached the No. 10 spot in the Top 25 Poll, matching the highest-ever ranking for the Coyotes. The Coyotes enjoyed their best 
season in school history at that time in 2015 after tallying a program record 10-wins and earning a berth in the NAIA Football Championship Series for the first 
time since 2002. During the 2015 panne Kansas Wesleyan ranked fifth nationally in total offense and pass offense-per-game and was seventh in the country 
in total scoring. QB Jake Curran, the KCAC Player of the Year, ranked third in the NAIA in total offense and fourth in the country in total offense. 


Drinkall was hired as the Head Coach at Kansas Wesleyan in 2014 and tasked to rebuild all aspects of the program, including roster, facilities, and ee 
Drinkall, who was the second-youngest head coach in college football at the time of his hiring, posted a 2-9 regular season record in his first season in 2014. 
However, the Coyote quickly rebounded to go 10-1 in just his second season leading the team. 


Prior to joining Kansas Wesleyan, Drinkall served as Offensive Coordinator at St. Ambrose University in Davenport, lowa for five seasons. While at St. Ambrose, 
Drinkall directed the Fighting Bees’ offense that ranked No. 4 in the nation in scoring offense (44.2 points per game), total offense (505.9 yards per game), 
passing offense (326.3 yards per game) in 2013. Under his leadership, QB Eric Williamson was named the two-time Conference Player of the Year and set several 
school records in the process. Drinkall was named the Conference Assistant Coach of the Year in 2012 in a conference that had produced National Champions in 
the three seasons ae Before St. Ambrose, Drinkall spent two seasons at Western Illinois as the Tight Ends Coach, under Don Patterson. In his time with the 
Leathernecks, Drinkall developed the program into one of the top rushing offenses in the country. 


Drinkall began his coaching career at Bettendorf (lowa) High School. He coached defensive backs and wide receivers at his alma mater, including former 
Indianapolis Colts Linebacker Pat Angerer. The 2004 Bettendorf Bulldogs went undefeated (13-0) winning the State Championship. 


Drinkall also served as a student-coach at the University of lowa following a career-ending ee as a WR for the Hawkeyes. The 2002 lowa Hawkeyes went 
pleeteaied in Big Ten play and finished the season with an 11-2 record. The Hawkeyes played USC in the Orange Bowl and finished the season ranked #8 in the 
inal polls.

Aaron Smith enters his first season at West Point coaching the wide receivers for the Black 
Knights. 


Smith, who played for head coach Randy Edsall at UConn from 2004-06, spent four seasons as the 
wide receivers coach/recruiting coordinator for the UConn Huskies (2017-21). 


In 2019 he led a group of Wide Receivers that had six players account for touchdowns. Led by true 
freshman Cameron Ross who totaled 60 catches for 723 yards both record breaking performances 
for a freshman WR at UConn. Ross’ breakout year ranked him top five in the nation amongst true 
freshman wide receivers for catches, yards and touchdowns. 


In 2017 Smith's unit helped the UConn Offense make the jump from 122nd to 49th in the nation in total offense and from 94th to 34th in passing offense. Led 
by Hergy Mayala who totaled 43 catches, 615 yards and seven touchdowns in 10 games. After the 2018 season Mayala was selected with the 8th pick in the 
CFL draft by the Calgary Stampeders. 2017 also saw the emergence of Aaron McLean who totaled 31 catches, 472 yards and two touchdowns. 


Prior to UConn Smith spent four seasons on the University at Albany football staff (2013-16) serving as recruiting coordinator, pass game coordinator, and 
wide receiver's coach. Under Smith's direction in 2014, Josh Gontarek was named the CAA Offensive Rookie of the Year, boasting the best freshman receiving 
numbers in program history with 58 receptions, 687 receiving yards, and eight receiving touchdowns. 


Smith a native of West Point, N.Y. and son of a retired Army Colonel, spent the 2012 season leading the Wide Receivers at Boston College. He helped junior 
Alex Amidon develop into one of the top pass catchers in the ACC. The First Team All ACC WR, ranked 11th in the country and 2nd in the ACC with 100.8 yards 
per game. Amidon also broke two Boston College single season records with 78 catches and 1,210 yards; while tying the single season record for 100-yard 
games with six. He was selected the 2012 Boston College Football MVP (William J. Flynn Award) 


Smith spent the five seasons prior (2007-11) as the receivers coach at Columbia University, coaching two All-lvy League honorees, including Austin Knowlin, 
Columbia's all-time leader in receptions (210) and receiving yards (2484). Smith also served as the Lions’ recruiting coordinator in 2011. 


Smith started his coaching career at the United States Coast Guard Academy in 2006. 

As an undergraduate, Smith played football at both the University of Maryland and the University of Connecticut, helping his teams to appearances in the 
Peach, Orange, and Motor City Bowls.

Former Black Knight fullback Mike Viti, a 2008 West Point graduate, is currently in his seventh season 
serving as an assistant coach with the Army Black Knights and eighth overall as he previously held the 
title of Director of High School and Alumni Relations (2015). Viti will coach the offensive line in 2022, the 
first time holding that role. 


In 2021, Vitis running back group picked up where they left off a season before aiding the offense finish 
the season ranked No. 2 in the country in avg. rushing yards per game (2864) and total rushing yards 
(3,648), as well as leading the nation in total rushing TDs (46), Viti's running backs were led by JaKobi 
Buchanan who had a team-high 12 rushing TDs, rushing for 504 yards on 136 carries (3.7 avg.). 


With 2020 finding the Black Knights securing their second Commander-in-Chief Trophy in three seasons with a 9-3 overall record, the season success hinged on a NCAA 
Top-5 Army rushing attack. Averaging 273 yards per game on the ground, Viti's position group saw RB JaKobi Buchanan rush for a team-most 111 rushes for 474 yards 
amongst all running backs. Ranked No.2 in the nation for most-rushing touchdowns, the team’s 36 total rushing touchdowns were only one shy of matching Alabama for 
the top ranking for total rushing touchdowns (37). The Black Knights rushing attack finished second-best in the country totaling 3,276 yards on the ground. 


Selected as the AFCA Assistant Coach of the Year, 2019 saw Viti help develop a No.3 ranked rushing attack in the nation, with the Black Knight averaging 297 yards 
per game on the ground. Army's 45 total rushing touchdowns matched with the Clemson Tigers to account for the second-most in the NCAA. RB Connor Slomka and RB 
Sandon McCoy combined for 283 rushes for Army rushing attack that posted 3,875 yards on a schedule with Power Five opponents including the Michigan Wolverines. 


2019 also saw Viti selected as the eighth recipient of the Armed Forces Merit Award, presented by the Football Writers Association of America (FWAA). The Merit Award 
is presented annually to honor an individual and/or group with a military background that has an impact within the realm of college football. 


In 2018, Viti helped Army capture Commander-in-Chief's Trophy titles for a then-second consecutive year and earn a Bowl victory for the third year in a row in a 70-14 
win over Houston. The Black Knights also finished the year with nine consecutive victories, went undefeated at home for the second year in a row and finished the year 
ranked No. 19 in the nation. 


Viti tutored a fullback group that saw three rush for 300-or-more yards on the year with RB Darnell Woolfolk leading the way with career-best 958 yards. He also averaged 
73.5 yards per game, including a season-high 117 yards against rival Air Force. The fullbacks combined for 24 rushing touchdowns with Woolfolk leading the position 
group with 14. Woolfolk concluded his career tied for third in program history with 37 touchdowns and ended his tenure ninth all-time in Academy lore with 2,368 yards 
and a selection to the 2018 East-West Shrine Game. 


The 2017 season saw the Black Knights bring home the Commander-in-Chief's Trophy for the first time since 1996, winning 10 games for only the second time in Academy 
history. Viti developed four different fullbacks that made significant impact on the field in 2017. Woolfolk ran for 812 yards in 10 games and tied for the team lead in 
touchdowns with 14. In his third season, RB Andy Davidson ran for 627 yards. RB Calen Holt and RB Connor Slomka logged 214 yards and a touchdown, while Slomka 
finished with four touchdowns and 216 yards. 


In 2016, Viti tutored Andy Davidson to over 900 rushing yards and 12 touchdowns. The 12 scores were the most by an Army Black Knight since QB Trent Steelman posted 
12 in the 2011 season. Davidson finished the year with five 100-yard rushing games, including 121 yards and two scores in the season-opening win over Temple. Woolfolk 
also rushed for 600 yards on 109 carries and nine touchdowns under Viti in 2016. 119 yards and two of those touchdowns were spotlighted against North Texas in the 
Heart of Dallas Bowl. Prior to developing fullbacks at West Point on the field, Viti spent the 2015 season as the Director of High School and Alumni Relations. 


As a player at West Point, Viti, a team captain, earned four varsity letters and served as a Regimental Commander during his senior year. A powerful blocker, Viti paved 
way as part of the talented rushing attack from 2004-07. Part of a rushing attack that averaged 306 yards per game, Viti carried the ball 91 times in 31 games played 
for 321 yards and three touchdowns. He also hauled 30 passes for 198 yards, which records as the most for a Black Knight fullback since 2000. 


Following graduation, Viti served a deployment as a platoon leader in Afghanistan in support of Operation Enduring Freedom, earning a bronze star and a combat action 
badge. 


After retiring from the military as a Captain, Viti embarked on Mike's Hike For Heroes, a cross country trek where he walked one kilometer for every service 
member killed in action in the global war on terror. As documented by a breadth of national media, Viti concluded the walk covering 7,100 kilometers (4400 
miles) beginning in Washington the the final steps made entering the 2014 Army-Navy Game, presented by USAA, in Baltimore, Md. 


Viti is also a co-founder of the Legacies Alive Foundation, which is a non-profit organization whose mission is to strengthen and support the Gold Star families 
of our nation's fallen heroes and brings national awareness to the life and character of all service members who paid the ultimate sacrifice. 


Viti and his wife Laura reside at West Point.

Cody Worley joined the coaching staff as the team's quarterbacks coach in 2020. 


In 2021, Worley aided Senior Christian Anderson to his best season at West Point, totaling career 
bests in rushing yards (619), rushing TDs (8), passing yards (713), passing yards per attempt 
(11.3), and passing TDs (5). 


In his first season with the Black Knights, Worley helped bring stability to a position that saw five 
different players start a game. The quarterback room was decimated by injuries a season ago, but 
thanks to the veteran leadership of Worley and his staff, Army's QB room led the squad to a 9-3 
record and it's third Commander in Chief Trophy in the past four seasons. 


Worley coached a group of signal callers that helped Army finish as the fourth best rushing offense in the country after averaging 273 yards per game in 2020. 
His group of QBs also helped Army start the season 6-1, which was just the fourth time in program history a team won six of Its first seven contests.

Worley also mentored the development of reserve QB Daniel David, who stepped in to log 31 completions for 629 yards and five touchdowns while accounting 
for 388 rushing yards and six touchdowns on the ground. In 2017, David was crucial in securing a road win over Duquesne, helping lead the Owls to a 
comeback victory after Burks was hurt in the first half.

Worley came to Kennesaw State staff after coaching the quarterbacks and B-backs at The Citadel in 2013. He served the previous two years (2011 and 
2012) as the Bulldogs’ quality control coach. 


During the 2013 season, Worley mentored senior quarterback Ben Dupree, who surpassed the 1,000-yard rushing mark while tying The Citadel's single-season 
touchdown record of 21 after rushing for 18 scores and passing for three. His 18 rushing touchdowns were a single-season record by a quarterback. 


Worley also was instrumental in developing senior B-back Darien Robinson into a 2013 TSN second-team All-America selection. Robinson led the Bulldogs 
with 183 receiving yards and was second on the team with two touchdown receptions.

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ATLANTA, Ga. - The Army West Point football team took care of business on both sides of the ball en 
route to earning a season-opening 43-10 victory over Georgia State on Saturday afternoon at Center 
Parc Stadium. The victory marks the 50th of head coach Jeff Monken's Army career. The nation’s top 
defensive unit from a season ago got to work quickly opposite the Panthers (0-1) and recovered a 
fumble on the opening drive, thanks to Arik Smith. With the ball in his hand, starting quarterback Ty- 
hier Tyler and his offense then put together an eight-play, 40-yard drive that culminated with Tyson 
Riley's first career touchdown. The four-yard rush put the Black Knights (1-0) up 7-0. 


After forcing the Panthers to punt away their next possession, the Black Knights once again 
marched their way down the field on their second drive. Tyler found wide receiver Sean Eckert with 

a 26-yard pass for the second-to-last play in a six-minute push that ended with AJ Howard's first 
career touchdown, extending the lead to 14-0. Even when Georgia State had the ball, the momentum 
continued to favor the visiting team as the Panthers’ third drive was ended prematurely when Andre 
Carter II's sack forced them to punt for the second time in three possessions. 


Christian Anderson made his first appearance of the year in the final minutes of the first quarter, 
coming in under center for the Black Knights. Though the clock wound down before he could get into 
the red zone, he picked things right back up at the start of the second quarter and orchestrated a 
13-play stretch that ended with Jakobi Buchanan's two-yard rushing touchdown, bumping the lead 
to 21-0. Following three unanswered touchdowns, Georgia State used a 75-yard drive to get on the 
board and cut the advantage down to 21-7. The Panthers were able to force the Black Knights to 
punt, but the momentum did not change for long as Jabari Moore picked off a pass and returned it 
four yards to GSU’s nine yard line. The turnover resulted in Anderson rushing the ball in himself and 
extending the lead to 27-7 at the half. 


Though a majority of the action came in the first half, Army continued to control the game after the 
break. A 40-yard touchdown pass from Anderson to Tyrell Robinson, the team's longest since a 53- 
yard pass against Mercer (Oct. 24, 2020), got the team back into the scoring column on its second 
drive of the second half. The drive was partially enabled by the defensive duo of Nolan Cockrill and 
Chris Frey, who came up with a fourth-down stop to give the Cadets the ball. The teams then went 
on to trade field goals, with Cole Talley notching a 22-yard kick in response to the Panthers’ 33-yard 
effort, before the Cadets scored their sixth and final touchdown of the day in the final minutes of the 
game. Jemel Jones, the third quarterback to take snaps, connected a 32-yard pass with Braheam 
Murphy, pushing the score to its final 43-10 margin.

WEST POINT, N.Y. — The Army West Point football team came out on the winning side of another 
Michie Stadium battle on Saturday afternoon, downing UConn 52-21 for its 12th-straight win at 
home. 


The Black Knights (3-0) finished the day with 504 total yards, the team’s most since a 538-yard ef- 
fort against Hawaii on Nov. 30, 2019, and had a season-high six different players notch touchdowns. 
Army's offense was clicking immediately out of the gate, as the Cadets opened up the game by 
reaching the end zone on three-straight possessions. The early slew of scoring was highlighted by 

a 55-yard career-long rush for Brandon Walters, Isaiah Alston's first career touchdown and Christian 
Anderson's 10th career strike. 


On the other side of the ball, the Black Knights’ defense did a great job of stifling the opposing of- 
fense early on. UConn (0-4) was limited to a total of 27 yards in its first three drives and was forced 
to punt the ball twice.

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WEST POINT, N.Y. — For the first time since 1996, the Army West Point football team has started off 
its season 4-0 after defeating Miami (OH) by a score of 23-10 on Saturday at Michie Stadium. 


With the result, the Black Knights have extended their winning streak at Michie Stadium to 13 
games. The contest was highlighted by a career day from QB Christian Anderson who rushed for 236 
yards, which stands as the sixth-most all-time in a single game. The feat falls 29 yards short of 

the Academy's quarterback rushing record, held by QB Ahmad Bradshaw (265 yds, 2017). Anderson 
opened the game attacking the rushing record with a 72-yard touchdown statement on the team's 
third snap of the game. 


The RedHawks (1-3) got off to a slower start, as the Black Knights’ defensive unit forced the 
opposing team to punt on their first two possessions. Following an exchange of punts, including 
Army's first punt since the third quarter of the season-opener at Georgia State (Sept. 4), the Cadets 
responded on the following drive by coming up with their fourth takeaway of 2021 on a key CB Cam- 
eron Jones interception. Jones’ snare was the third of his career. Miami (OH) aimed to string a few 
plays together, but their efforts were slightly stunted by OLB Andre Carter II's recording his fifth solo 
sack of the year, to regain position as the nation's sack leader with 5.5 total sacks in 2021. Despite 
the sack, the RedHawks put together a 13-play, 69-yard drive that ended in a field goal and trimmed 
Army's lead down to 7-3. 


Anderson responded immediately by finding a gap on another 70-plus touchdown run, where the 
career-setting 75-yard rush was his 13th rushing TD as a Black Knight and extended the lead to 
14-3. After an exchange of stalled drives on both sidelines, WR Reikan Donaldson broke up the back- 
and-forth action with a blocked punt. S Quindrelin Hammonds made the recovery, allowing the Black 
Knights to take over at Miami's 14-yard line. Tailing off a goal-line push at the two yard-line, K Cole 
Talley delivered a 21-yard field goal to push the score to 17-3. 


Miami (OH) tried to gain some momentum on its next drive, but the tandem of DL Nolan Cockrill and 
LB Jaylen Jacobs took the wind out of their sails with another Black Knight sack. For the fourth- 
straight game, the Black Knights went into the halftime break with the lead After punting to open up 
the second half, the defense stayed strong and came up with a huge stop at fourth-and-one thanks 
to the duo of S Cedrick Cunningham Jr. and S Marquel Broughton, who stopped an attempted run on 
the ensuing third down. Army took over the ball at its own one-yard line and began to charge down 
the field. The drive was nearly thwarted when the RedHawks came up with a sack, but Anderson 
broke free from three defenders on the next play to record another explosive play with a 42-yard run 
near the quarter's end. At the top of the fourth quarter, the Black Knights picked right back up where 
they left off when RB Anthony Adkins made a four-yard strike. The touchdown capped off a 99-yard 
drive for Army that took nearly 11 minutes to complete and moved the advantage to 23-3. 


The RedHawks responded by logging their first touchdown of the day on an 80-yard pass down the 
sideline. With the lead trimmed down to 23-10, the teams traded possessions before Army was able 
to run the clock down and secure its fourth win of the season.

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MUNCIE, Ind. — The Army West Point football team suffered its first loss of the 2021 season on 
Saturday at Scheumann Stadium, falling 28-16 at the hands of Ball State. 


Though they trailed by as much as 21-0, the Black Knights (4-1) were able to claw their way back 
into the game and at one point were down by just one possession. Ultimately, an offensive outburst 
in the first quarter allowed the Cardinals (2-3) to come away with the victory. Despite the result, the 
night was highlighted by Army's ability to limit Ball State to 30-points-or-less for the fifth time in the 
22-year history between the two teams. A large part of that effort was accredited to linebacker Arik 
Smith, who recorded a season- and team-best nine tackles. 


Ball State controlled the game out of the gate and opened up the action with a 99-yard kickoff 
return to take a 7-0 lead. The Cardinals scored for three-straight drives at the start of the game 
and earned their 21-0 advantage by the end of the first quarter. Their 101 yards in the opening 15 
minutes were almost more than the team's second (53 yards) and fourth quarter (50 yards) efforts 
combined. After a quiet start, Army's offense began to come to life in the second quarter when run- 
ning back Braheam Murphy got things going with a 25-yard run for a first down. Quarterback Tyhier 
Tyler eventually capped the drive on a five-yard run in to the end zone to cut the lead to 21-7. 


On the other side of the ball, the Black Knights’ defense began to settle in and was able to force 

Ball State to call out the special teams unit and punt. Army kept up the momentum when it got the 
ball back and went on to score for the second-straight possession when Tyler capped off a 14-play, 
80-yard drive with a two-yard run into the end zone. The strike allowed Tyler to achieve the second 
multi-TD game of his career and brought Ball State's lead down to just one possession at 21-14. As 
the clock wound down on the opening half, the Cardinals attempted to find their way into Army's half 
of the field once again but linebacker Nathaniel Smith came up with a five-yard sack. 


Though the Black Knights had the ball coming out of the break, the offense struggled through the 
third quarter, punting three times and turning the ball over once. Ball State's best chance to score 
was on its first drive of the second half, but that drive was stalled by Army's defense as N. Smith 
broke up a pass on third-and-seven. The duo of defensive lineman Nolan Cockrill and linebacker Andre 
Carter Il sacked the quarterback on the following play. 


The offensive troubles followed the Cadets into the fourth quarter, as turnovers and failure to 
convert on fourth down stunted the team. Ball State was able to use its second interception of 

the outing to its advantage and eventually got into the end zone once again with an 18-yard pass, 
extending the edge to 28-14. With quarterback Jemel Jones stepping in under center, Army stormed 
its way into the red zone, but was unable to convert. 


With just over two minutes left in the game, a safety allowed the Black Knights to collect some last- 
minute points, but the game was eventually solidified at a 28-16 margin of victory for the Cardinals.

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WEST POINT, N.Y. — The Michie Stadium 111-point combined scoring record, set in a victory 
against Louisville on Oct. 7, 1999, eclipsed on Saturday as the Army Black Knights fell to the 
No.16 Wake Forest Demon Deacons in a 70-56 offensive shootout. 


The 126-combined point total started early in the game with three-minute Wake Forest (7-0, 4-0 
ACC) drive capped by a 3-yard run. Matching their own three-minute response, the Black Knights 
saw RB Brandon Walters marking his first career touchdown on a six-yard rush piercing up the 
middle. 


Following a quick Demon Deacons score to close out the first quarter, Army continued to match 
blow-for-blow when RB JaKobi Buchanan punched in a three-yard touchdown run (11th career) 

to cap off a 12-play, 55-yard drive that took nearly seven minutes off the clock. Both schools 
exchanged explosive touchdowns, including a 24-yard rush by QB Tyhier Tyler, the second-longest 
rushing touchdown of his career. In the waning moments of the first half, Wake Forest again 
struck quickly take a 28-21 lead into the half. 


Receiving the ball first to start the second half, Army's explosive effort continued with a pair 
of 20-plus yard rushes from Tyler (22) and Walters (23) that sparked a drive to find Buchanan 
punching in a goal line rush to mark his second-multi touchdown game in 2021. 


The third quarter saw five scoring drives on both sides, including the Black Knights first fake-field 
goal attempt that was picked off by Wake Forest and run back to endzone to create a 42-28 lead. 


Despite the momentum swing, Army swung back with RB Anthony Adkins piercing through the 
Wake defensive front to log a career-long 71 yards rushing touchdown. 


At the start of the fourth quarter with Wake Forest having a 49-35 edge, the teams continued to 
trade a pair of touchdowns, including QB Jabari Laws throwing two touchdown passes - the first 
ona crucial 4th-and-9 that saw WR Isaiah Alston hauling in a Play Of The Day one-handed grab. 
Laws' second touchdown throw found RB Tyrell Robinson escape wide to the haul in a back-shoul- 
der throw to edge further into the scoring gap. 


With the score set at 70-49 following an Army turnover attributing to one of two additional Demon 
Deacon rushing scores in the waning moments of regulation, the Black Knights’ offense refused 
to let its foot off the pedal and assembled a final explosive three-play, 65-yard drive, one-minute 
drive ending with another touchdown pass from Laws to Alston. Unable to recover an on-side kick- 
ing attempt, the 70-56 final tally saw the highest scoring action in West Point. 


Falling 70-56 to Wake Forest, Army's 13-game winning streak at Michie Stadium came to an end. 
The streak was set as the fifth-longest active streak in the nation heading into Week 8.

WEST POINT, N.Y. — For the fifth time in six years, the Army West Point football team is Bowl Game 
eligible thanks to its 63-10 win against Bucknell on Saturday afternoon at Michie Stadium. 


To go along with the excitement of becoming Bowl-eligible in back-to-back seasons for the first time 
since 2017-18, the team surpassed the 50-point mark for the third time in 2021. The Black Knights 
(6-3) used 486 yards of total offense to achieve the feat and had nine different players reach the end 
zone in a game that saw both teams battle a flurry of rain, wind and hail. 


The Cadets got to work quickly with a 21-0 lead by the end of the first quarter. QB Christian Anderson, 
RB JaKobi Buchanan and QB Tyhier Tyler all found the end zone, helping the team put up its highest 
first-quarter points this season. Along with the team's success on the offensive side of the ball, Army 
received defensive support early on from OLB Andre Carter II, who grabbed his first interception of the 
year on Bucknell's (1-9, 0-5 PL) opening drive before recording an 11-yard sack. 


Army's offensive success followed it into the next stanza, as the Black Knights scored on all three of 

their drives in the second quarter. Both RB Anthony Adkins and RB Tyson Riley extended the team's 
lead with rushing touchdowns before RB Ay'Jaun Marshall ended the opening half in exciting fashion by 
recording his first career strike. The sophomore caught a 22-yard pass from QB Jabari Laws to secure 
c 42-0 RR before the halftime break for the second time this season, joining the effort against UConn 
Sept. 18). 


Though the weather held up for the start of the action, a storm moved in quickly during the halftime 
break and caused the game to enter a lightning delay. After an hour pause, the teams were able to take 
the field once again and resume the outing. 


On the first drive of the second half, QB Cade Ballard orchestrated a 15-play, 80-yard drive that ate up 
more than half of the third quarter and finished with RB Markens Pierre's first career touchdown. His 
four-yard run extended the team's lead to 49-0 and was Army's only score of the third quarter, as the 
Cadets, worn down by heavy winds and rain, lost a bit of their energy. 


In response to the dip, Bucknell took advantage of the window by ending the shutout. The Bison needed 
just five plays to spring one of their own free and used a 19-yard run to reach the end zone, trimming 
the Black Knights’ lead down to 49-7. The momentum followed the visitors into the following drive, 

as a fumble allowed them to take over the ball at the 10-yard line. Army's defense came together and 
prevented a trip to the end zone, but the Bison were still able to come away with a field goal that cut 
the score down to 49-10. 


After a few shaky plays, the Black Knights went on to dominate the fourth quarter and tacked on an 
additional two touchdowns, thanks to RB Shacori Williams and QB Jemel Jones. Both Williams, who 
recorded his first career strike, and Jones ran the ball in to push the team over 60 points for the first 
time since a 2019 victory over UMass (63-7; Nov. 9). On the other side of the ball, the defense limited 
Bucknell to just three total yards before OLB Cole Mabry ended the game with a 10-yard sack. 


With the win in the books, Army will now await its postseason pairing in one of the ESPN Events Bowl 
Games having won three of its past four appearances.

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WEST POINT, N.Y. — The Army Black Knights closed out the home portion of its 2021 slate with a 33-17 
senior day victory over UMass at Michie Stadium. 


A 14-point effort in the fourth quarter helped the Black Knights (7-3) put away the game against 

the Minutemen (1-10), who trailed Army by as little as two with less than 14 minutes to go. Outside 
linebacker Andre Carter Il also highlighted the contest by breaking the program's 12-year-old season 
sack record when he reached 13.5 on the year, besting defensive end Josh McNary's previous mark of 


12.5 (2009). 


Both running back JaKobi Buchanan and quarterback Tyhier Tyler helped boost the Cadets to the win 
with Buchanan recording 49 of his 75 yards on a scoring drive that finished with a dive over UMass' 


defensive line to put the home team on top at 26- 


17. An interception by safety Cedrick Cunningham 


Jr. then facilitated a drive that saw Tyler put the game out of reach with a 25-yard touchdown run that 


pushed the team to its final margin of victory. 


The Minutemen were the first to strike in the fourth-ever meeting between the two teams, using a 
recovered fumble to get into scoring position. Though Army's defense prevented them from reaching the 
end zone, the visitors came away with a 45-yard field goal that put them up 3-0, marking the Cadets’ 
first time allowing an opposing team to score in the opening quarter since a game against Wake Forest 


(Oct. 23). 


Army was quick to respond to the early push, as running back Tyrell Robinson made a career-long, 87- 
yard touchdown run on the second snap of the following drive. Running back Cade Barnard then found 
tight end Josh Lingenfelter with a floater to complete the two-point conversion, giving Army its first 


lead of the day at 8-3. 


The teams traded touchdowns at the start of the 


second quarter, which began with a three-yard dive 


from running back Wilson Catoe. Once again, the Black Knights secured the two-point conversion when 
quarterback Christian Anderson connected a pass with tight end Chris Cameron. UMass' strike was 
recorded with a five-yard toss after a 38-yard pass put them in the red zone, cutting the Black Knights 


down to a one-possession lead at 16-10. 


A stalled-out Cadet drive allowed the Minutemen to get the ball back quickly, but their chance was 
killed when Carter came up with his record-breaking sack and a forced fumble, which was recovered 


by Nolan Cockrill. The play allowed the team to fin 


ish the half with a 33-yard field goal from kicker Cole 


Talley that extended the home team's advantage to 19-10 before the clock wound down. The game

er room, as just 102 yards of total offense were 


recorded in the scoreless third quarter. In the fourth quarter, Army scored 14 unanswered points in the 


last stanza to earn the victory.

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LYNCHBURG, Va. — Behind a career day from running back Jakobi Buchanan, the Army Black Knights 
were able to pick up a 31-16 victory over Liberty on Saturday afternoon at Williams Stadium. 


The junior paced both sides with 80 rushing yards, an effort that was highlighted by a season-long 19- 
yard touchdown run, and reached the end zone a career-high three times. Buchanan helped the Black 
Knights (8-3) outgain Liberty (7-5) on the ground with 220 yards rushing against the 79 rushing yard 
output by Liberty. 


Army got on the board quickly in the second-ever meeting between the two teams, scoring on each of 
its first four possessions of the day. After kicker Cole Talley started things off with a 26-yard field goal, 
the Black Knights went on to jump out to a 24-0 lead using a pair of touchdown strikes from Buchanan 
and a receiving score from running back Braheam Murphy, who caught a 34-yard pass from quarterback 
Christian Anderson. The Cadets' defensive unit also flexed its muscles in the opening half, stifling most 
of the Flames' offensive efforts. Liberty turned the ball over on downs at the end of its first drive before 
its second was ended when a trick play was thwarted by cornerback Bo Nicolas-Paul, who made his 
first career interception. The struggles followed the Flames into the second quarter, as linebacker Arik 
Smith ended a possession with a 16-yard sack before the team was unable to convert on fourth-and- 
five. 


Towards the end of the first half, Liberty made it into the red zone for the first time after completing 
back-to-back passes up the middle. The Black Knights’ defense battled back, with nose tackle Nolan 
Cockrill contributing a four-yard sack on third down, ultimately forcing the home team to settle for a 
36-yard field goal that ended the shutout and sent the teams into the halftime break with Army up 
24-3. Coming out of the locker room, the Black Knights demonstrated their ability to control the clock 
by putting together a possession that lasted over eight minutes. The 14-play, 75-yard drive ended with 
Buchanan's third touchdown plunge of the day and extended the lead to 31-3. 


After making some halftime adjustments, Liberty rebounded offensively with back-to-back drives, 
including a 14-yard touchdown pass and a seven-yard rush that cut the deficit down to 31-16. A 
failed two-point conversion prevented the team from lowering the advantage even further, though the 
momentum did carry over to the defense as the Flames forced Army to go three-and-out for the first 
time all afternoon. 


Though the Black Knights’ offense was quiet in the final quarter, recording just 43 total yards, punter 
Zach Harding provided a bright spot. The senior pinned two punts inside the 10-yard line, with line- 
backer Fabrice Voyne helping to down a ball on the one. The Flames, who also slowed down in the last 
15 minutes, tried to make one last play before the clock ran out but cornerback Jabari Moore picked off 
their last-ditch pass and returned it for 19 yards to help the score remain in favor of Army at its final 
margin of 31-16. 


With the victory, the Black Knights have finished the regular season 2-2 in road contests, helping the 
team finish .500-or-better on the road for the second time in four years. Additionally, head coach Jeff 
Monken (57-42) is now just one win away from tying Charles Daly (1913-1916, 1919-22; 58-13-3) on 
the program's all-time coaching wins list.

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EAST RUTHERFORD, N.J. — In the 122nd edition of America's Game, presented by USAA, the Army Black 
Knights fell to service academy foe Navy by a narrow margin of 17-13 at MetLife Stadium. 


The Midshipmen (4-8) scored 10 unanswered points in the second half to pull away from the Black 
Knights (8-4), who led by 13-7 at halftime. 


Linebacker Kemonte Yow had a game-and career-best 13 tackles while linebacker Arik Smith and nose 
tackle Nolan Cockrill rounded out Army's top three tacklers with nine and eight stops, respectively. 


Cockrill additionally contributed a four-yard sack and a QB hurry en route to finishing with 1.5 TFLs. 


Both offenses got to work early in the rivalry game, as touchdowns were recorded on back-to-back 
possessions to start things off. On the fourth snap of the game, quarterback Christian Anderson broke 
free with a 56-yard touchdown run as the Black Knights scored on their seventh opening drive of the 
season. 


Navy responded by stringing together an 11-play, 83-yard drive that chewed up nearly six minutes and 
ended with an eight-yard run into the end zone that knotted up the score at 7-7. 


Army continued its attack on the next possession, quickly driving down to the 14-yard line. However, 
the Black Knights settled for a 31-yard field goal, which kicker Cole Talley knocked in to put the Cadets 
back on top at 10-7 as the first quarter concluded. 


The majority of the second stanza was spent trading possessions, as Army punted twice and the 
Midshipmen missed a game-tying 53-yard field goal. 


Eventually, the Black Knights added to their lead with another field goal from Talley, as he connected a 
32-yard field goal that sent the team into the locker room with a 13-7 edge. At the half, Army held an 
additional advantage in total yards at 175-130. 


In the second half, the Black Knights saw their lead slowly vanish as the Mids controlled the game 
down the stretch. After a 26-yard run on fourth-and-four extended a drive, Navy quarterback Tai Levatai 
knotted things up at 13-13 with his second rushing strike of the night. 


The following PAT put Navy ahead 14-13 with nine minutes remaining in the third quarter. 


Army's offense attempted to respond but had limited time with the ball as Navy took advantage of the 
Clock. 


The Mids pushed their lead to 17-13 with a 43-yard field goal that erased nine minutes at the start of 
the fourth quarter, and though there were glimmers of hope for the Cadets, they were ultimately unable 
to respond as Navy held on for just its second victory over Army in six years.

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The numbers bound off the page with the explosiveness of a “Doc” Blanchard burst up the middle. Fifty-six points per 
game ... five-hundred-four points scored ... thirty-five points allowed ... four shutouts ... nine wins without a loss ... six 
first team All-America selections. Never before had a college football team authored such astonishing credentials. No 
squad has been able to duplicate that dominance since. Many college football historians contend the 1944 Army squad 
ranks as the finest college club ever assembled. Critics are hard-pressed to build a substantive argument against those 
bold assertions. 


t was the prelude to a dynasty, a decade of success never experienced along the banks of the Hudson. And it began with 
the hiring of Earl “Red” Blaik as Army head coach following the 1940 season. Blaik enjoyed immediate success at West 
Point, leading the Cadets to three consecutive winning records during his first three years at the Army helm. With World 
War Il raging, colleges all over the country suspended the eligibility rule for freshmen. West Point was no exception, and

The most important addition to the 1943 club was a standout halfback named Glenn Davis. Though only a plebe, Davis 
starred for the Cadets that year. Another one of Blaik's prized recruits arrived at West Point the following year in the form 
of Blanchard. Together “Mr. Inside" (Blanchard) and “Mr. Outside" (Davis), as they were labeled, would form one of college 
football's greatest running duos. 


Still the hard-running backfield tandem was but a single component within Army's vast arsenal. In fact, Army's depth 
was So great that Blaik fielded two squads.

As a whole, the unit was awesome, easily becoming the first unbeaten and untied team at West Point since 1916. In 
order, the Cadets pounded North Carolina (46-0), Brown (59-7), Pittsburgh (69-7), Coast Guard (76-0), Duke (27-7) and 
Villanova (83-0). The Cadets set their sights on mighty Notre Dame next. It had been 13 years since Army had defeated 
the Irish, but that streak ended at Yankee Stadium as the Cadets registered a surprising 59-0 rout. Fears of a letdown 
the following week versus Pennsylvania were quickly quelledw when Army blitzed the Quakers 62-7. That verdict set the 
stage for a climactic showdown with arch-rival Navy. The matchup, pitting the top-ranked Cadets against the second- 
ranked Midshipmen, would decide the national championship. A crowd of better than 70,000 packed Baltimore's Municipal 
Stadium to witness Army roll to a 23-7 victory. That night Blaik received a telegram: “The greatest of all Army teams— 
STOP—We have stopped the war to celebrate your magnificent success. MacArthur.” Still one of the most inspirational 
ributes came from Blaik, himself."Seldom in a lifetime's experience is one permitted the complete satisfaction of being 
part of a perfect performance. To the coaches, the 23-7 is enough. To the squad members, by hard work and sacrifice, 
you superbly combined ability, ambition, and the desire to win, thereby leaving a rich heritage for future Academy squads.

As the Army football team prepared for the 1945 season, victory had been declared in the Pacific and Gen. Douglas MacArthur called for a “better world" to emerge from the ashes of 
World War Il. Soldiers were returning from Europe, and the United States was celebrating the end of almost four years of global conflict. West Point's 1945 grid squad, meanwhile, 
faced the daunting task of replicating the accomplishments of Army's 1944 team, which included the Cadets’ first perfect season in nearly 30 years, a national championship and 
collegiate records for scoring and scoring margin that still stand today. 


Fortunately, Felix “Doc” Blanchard, Glenn Davis and Arnold Tucker returned to see if they could create a football dynasty. The team dubbed “Blaik's Black Knights” by New York Sun 
sportswriter Will Wedge would ultimately measure up to the task. During an easy 32-0 season-opening victory over Personnel Distribution Command of the Army Air Force stationed 
at Louisville, Ky., anew star emerged in the Black Knights’ constellation. Thomas “Shorty” McWilliams, a plebe who had been a standout at Mississippi State in 1944, guided Army's 
Wing-T offense to a lopsided win. 


The Cadets followed with lopsided verdicts over Wake Forest (54-0), Michigan (28-7), Melville, R.I., USN (55-13), Duke (48-13) and Villanova (54-0). The Cadets expected a stern 
battle against Notre Dame the next week at Yankee Stadium. More than 75,000 fans witnessed an awesome Army display as the Cadets proved their convincing win over the Irish 
one year earlier was no fluke, cruising to a 48-0 victory. A week later, Blanchard and Davis combined for five touchdowns as Army crushed longtime nemesis Pennsylvania 61-0, 
handing the Quakers their worst loss since 1888. Moreover, that game has been called “Army's peak game of all time." According to noted sportswriter Tim Cohane, “The Black 
Knights were invincible on the attack, overpowering on the defense. Their blocking and tackling were murderous; their team speed blinding." 


The Cadets would need every bit of that talent two weeks later against undefeated Navy in Philadelphia. As was the case in 1944, the game would decide the national championship. 
Army raced out to a 20-0 first-quarter lead and the Midshipmen could never recover, falling 32-13 as Blanchard finished with three touchdowns and Davis with two. 


Honors came pouring in for the team and its players. Army was the unanimous national champion, and Blanchard captured the Heisman Trophy as the nation's outstanding player. 
Davis was runner-up. Blanchard also received the Maxwell Cup and Walter Camp Trophy as college football's outstanding player, and the Sullivan Award as the outstanding amateur 
athlete in America. Six Army players were tabbed as first team All-America picks. Evaluating the squad that year, Blaik called it the greatest team he had ever coached. Some have 
argued that the 1945 Army team was the best in the history of college football. One look at the team’s accomplishments makes it hard to debate that assessment.

Only eight starters from Army's 1945 national championship team returned to the West Point fold the following year as the Cadets attempted to capture a third consecutive national 
championship. Fortunately for head coach Earl “Red” Blaik, the returning players included standouts Felix "Doc" Blanchard, Glenn Davis and Arnold Tucker. The Cadets kicked off 
their 1946 campaign against Villanova, racing to an easy 35-0 victory, but the win was tainted when Blanchard suffered a serious knee injury. Diagnosed as a torn anterior cruciate 
ligament and a torn membrane, Blanchard's ailment would have sidelined lesser players for the entire year, yet Blanchard would return the following month. 


Defeats of Oklahoma (21-7) and Cornell (46-21) followed, setting the stage for a rematch against No. 4 Michigan in the Wolverines’ new stadium in Ann Arbor, Mich. Playing for the 
first time since his knee injury, Blanchard proved little threat to the Wolverines until scoring the game-winning touchdown, sparking second-ranked Army to a 20-13 win. Michigan 
head coach Fritz Crisler said later that season, “We played our finest game of the year against Army," and Wolverine running back Bob Chappuis admitted, “We were three months 
recovering from that game." 


Blanchard began to regain his form against Columbia the next week, scoring four times in the Cadets’ 48-14 whipping of the Lions. Consecutive 19-0 shutouts of Duke and West 
Virginia preceded another showdown with No. 1 Notre Dame. The nation's two top-ranked teams went head-to-head at Yankee Stadium in a classic defensive struggle that ended in 
a 0-0 tie. Notre Dame stiffened six times with Army inside the Irish 30, while the Cadets allowed Notre Dame past midfield just three times all day. The scoreless deadlock snapped 
Army's winning streak at 25 and each team maintained its national ranking. 


Army shrugged off early offensive lethargy to deal Pennsylvania a 34-7 setback heading into the annual season-ending battle with arch-rival Navy. The season had taken a dreadful 
toll on the Black Knights, who nonetheless were unbeaten entering the fray. A crowd of 100,000 jammed Philadelphia's Municipal Stadium for one of the most stunning contests in 
the history of the series. Army jumped out to a 21-6 halftime bulge, but Navy came roaring back, closing to within 21-18. As time wound down, Navy drove to the Army 3-yard line, 
but two late plunges by fullback Lynn Chewning and another by Pete Williams, who was corralled by Barney Poole, proved fruitless. 

As the ball sat just four yards from paydirt and a Navy upset, the clock ran out on another frenzied service academy classic, providing Army with a 21-18 win and its third straight 
undefeated season.

Notre Dame was named national champion in five polls that year with Army claiming top honors in two others. The teams were listed as co-champions in three additional rankings. 
Still, Army had much to be proud about. Davis accepted the Heisman Trophy as the outstanding football player in the nation. Tucker received the Sullivan Award as the country's 
outstanding amateur athlete. And Blaik was named “Coach of the Year" by the Football Coaches Association of America. In all, four Cadets garnered first team All-America honors. 
Looking back on his players and the teams of Army's glory years, Blaik said, “‘Doc and Glenn did more for West Point football than any other player or coach in history." 


That fact still holds true today. 
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THE HEISMAN TROPHY 


FELIX “DOC” BLANCHARD GLENN DAVIS - PETE DAWKINS 


The John W. Heisman Memorial Trophy Award is presented each year by the Downtown Athletic Club of New York to the nation's outstanding college football 
player. First known as the D.A.C. Trophy, the award was renamed in 1936 for John W. Heisman, the first athletic director of the Downtown Athletic Club, a football 
player at Pennsylvania and Brown and a coach for 36 years, including tours at Auburn, Oberlin, Clemson, Akron, Pennsylvania, Rice, Washington & Jefferson and 
Georgia Tech. The bronze trophy was sculpted by Frank Eliscu with the help of one of Notre Dame's “Four Horsemen," Jim Crowley, whose Fordham players 
posed as models. 


Since the inception of the Heisman Trophy in 1935, three Army players have garnered the award. Only four other schools—Notre Dame (7), Southern California 
(7), Ohio State (7) and Oklahoma (5)—have had more winners. Army's “Mr. Inside," Felix "Doc" Blanchard, and “Mr. Outside," Glenn Davis, captured the Heisman 
in back-to-back years in 1945 and 1946, respectively, leading Army to national championships in both years. Just over a decade later (1958), Pete Dawkins led 
the Cadets to their most recent Lambert Trophy title and their last undefeated season (8-0-1) on his way to earning the honor. 


In 1990, Mike Mayweather became the first Army player to attract serious attention from Heisman voters since Dawkins’ selection more than 30 years prior. 
Mayweather, who graduated from West Point in 1991 as Army's all-time leading rusher and the most prolific runner in service academy history, finished 10th in 
the Heisman balloting, garnering three first-place votes. An All-America selection who also finished as second runnerup in voting for the inaugural Doak Walker 
Award, Mayweather rushed for a then school-record 1,338 yards in 1990, concluding with 4,299 career ground yards, another Army standard.

HALL OF FAME HAS STRONG ARMY INFLUENCE 


Founded in 1947 by immortal journalist Grantland Rice, legendary Army coach Earl “Red” Blaik and West 
Point graduate Gen. Douglas MacArthur, the National Football Foundation and College Hall of Fame is 
dedicated to mobilizing the constructive forces of amateur football at all levels for the benefit of society 
as a whole. In addition to the visionary foresight of Blaik and MacArthur, who helped shape the Founda- 
tion in its early days, the College Hall of Fame carries a distinct Army flavor as 27 former players and 
coaches have been included among the game's elite. In addition, others with West Point ties, like Bill 
Yeoman '50 and Bob Neyland '16, have been enshrined. 


Recognized as the “Father of Cougar Football," Yeoman forged a sparkling 160-108-8 (.597) record during 
a 25-year stint at the University of Houston, leading the Cougars to 11 bowl games and four Southwest 
Conference championships. Neyland, named head coach at Tennessee in 1926, spent 27 seasons at the 
helm of the Volunteers’ program. In that time, his squads amassed a 173-32-12 record and captured 
four national championships. Neyland was elected to the Hall of Fame in 1956. 

The Foundation inducted its first class into the Hall of Fame in 1951, and each year the gridiron's great- 
est collegians have been enshrined among the pantheon of players who have shaped the game. Today,

1969 — Upper deck on West side added, increasing seating capacity to 41,684. 

1977 — AstroTurf installed, replacing original natural grass playing surface. 

1984 — SuperTurf installed, replacing AstroTurf playing surface. 

1992 — Third resurfacing procedure completed with AstroTurf 8 newly installed. 

1999 — The playing surface is christened “Blaik Field" in honor of Hall-of-Fame coach Earl 
“Red" Blaik.

2021 — Army West Point Athletics Association (AWPAA) announced initial plans for the 
launch of the Michie Stadium Preservation Project. The goal is to raise $95 million in support of 
the Academy's vision to reconstruct the East Stands. This transformational project will ensure 
that the unique and storied Michie Stadium experience carries on for generations to come.
